date. Martin 2-E, W-1278, R.2. Although NGC has called this 
piece a halfpenny, its size clearly indicates that it is a penny. Lovely 
chocolate-brown patina embraces the lightly porous surfaces of 
this well defined example. There are no marks of any significance.

2 1723 Rosa Americana Twopence MS63 Brown PCGS. Breen- 

92, Martin 3-D, W-1334, R.2. Stop after REX, no stop after 1723. 
This high grade olive-brown twopence is fully struck, and there 
are only a few minor marks or spots. A worthy acquisition in such 
quality. Listed on page 41 of the 2010 Guide Book. Population: 6 in 
63 Brown, 1 finer (8/09). (#128) 


3 1723 Hibernia Farthing, DEI GRATIA MS63 Brown PCGS. 

Martin 2.1-Bc.l, R.5. The first G in GEORGIUS always has a 
small die break in the middle, and the E in HIBERNIA has the 
upper and lower serifs joined to the middle. There is also the usual 
die crack through the NIA in HIBERNIA that ends at the 1 in the 
date. These die flaws can typically identify this variety. Pleasing 
mahogany patina covers each side of the present piece, with a few 
patches of darker toning at the perimeter. The strike is sharp, and 
there are no marks visible to the unaided eye. A couple of slight 
blemishes are noted at the top of the reverse, but they do not affect 
the central design elements. Listed on page 42 of the 2010 Guide 
Book. (#176) 

4 1723 Hibernia Halfpenny MS65 Red and Brown PCGS. Martin 
4.47-Gb.7, R.4. A sharply struck and virtually unabraded Gem. 
Generous amounts of orange-red fill the devices and legends, while 
the high points and open fields are olive-brown. Listed on page 43 
of the 2010 Guide Book. (#181)

Martin 4.1-F.l, R.7, Ex: Ford 
The Sole PCGS-Certified Example 



Undated Hibernia Farthing Pattern SP64 PCGS. Ex: Ford. 
Nelson-18, Martin 4.1-F.l, R.7. Bath metal. 90.5 grains. An 
extremely rare William Wood pattern struck circa 1724- The 
portrait of King George closely resembles Nelson-13, a 1724 
halfpenny. The reverse design is reminiscent of the Hibernia issues, 
but no legends are present. The bath metal composition, however, 
suggests that the pattern may be more closely related to Wood’s 
Rosa Americana series. 

There are eight known examples of Nelson-18. These are 
detailed in Ford VII:96, although research indicates that the 
Heritage 8/2001:5028 and Stack’s 3/1975:703 items are for the same 
piece, and a second piece also receives dual listing in the Ford VII 
catalog under Brand 11:951 and Stack’s 1/2001:48. We believe that 
the present Ford specimen is the finest known, superior in both color 
and sharpness to the Heritage 8/2001 piece. The strike is full, and a 
few minor peripheral spots do not distract. Mahogany-brown devices 
complement the lighter yellow-tan and golden-brown fields.

The left letters are a touch 
soft, but other details are bold. A nice piece for a type collector, 
listed on page 57 of the 2010 Guide Book.

This scarce 
variety is seldom seen finer than Very Fine. Bowers (2009) writes 
that only three Extremely Fine examples have been recorded. 
This pleasing medium-brown representative has several small 
abrasions and minor granularity on the obverse, but the reverse 
is remarkably smooth. The horse’s neck and the shield are weakly 
struck, as usually seen, but other details show impressive definition.

This walnut-brown New Jersey 
copper is impressively devoid of abrasions, although small die 
breaks are present on both sides, most prominently at the base of 
the shield. Listed on page 66 of the 2010 Guide Book. Census: 3 in 
53, 8 finer (8/09).(#509) 

12 1783 Nova Constellatio Copper, Pointed Rays, Small US AU50 
NGC. Crosby 2-B, W-1865, R.2. Pleasing medium-brown patina 
drapes the surfaces of this crisply detailed specimen. Moderate 
granularity and die rust is visible on both sides, but there are no 
marks of individual significance. A nice example of this interesting 
Colonial issue.(#801) 


Appealing 1787 Pointed Rays Fugio Cent 
Newman 8-X, MS63 Brown 



13 1787 Fugio Cent, STATES UNITED, 4 Cinquefoils, Pointed 

Rays MS63 Brown PCGS. Newman 8-X, W-6750, R.3. This 
variety is a bit scarcer than previously thought, but a significant 
number were present in the Bank of New York hoard. A dramatic 
die break over the center of MIND YOUR BUSINESS confirms 
the scarce late die state (Obverse E, Reverse C) of this variety. This 
crisply struck, golden-brown piece is essentially devoid of post¬ 
strike contact. A faint spot above the F in FUGIO and a few small 
planchet flaws on the upper reverse are barely noticeable. Listed on

This Club Rays, Rounded Ends obverse is 
distinguished by the O in YOUR appearing over the E in 
BUSINESS. On the reverse, the upper rings are doubled, and 
UNITED is left and STATES right. Soft tan patina has a reddish 
tinge. The design elements are for the most part well defined and 
nicely centered, though planchet flaws are evident, more so on the 
obverse. Nevertheless an attractive Fugio, listed on page 84 of the

An 
impressive walnut-brown example that lacks the scattered small 
abrasions usually encountered on circulated coppers. Well centered 
with a virtually complete date. This Immunis Columbia variety 
is believed by some to be a private pattern for a Federal coinage 
contract.

17 1789 Mott Token, Thin Planchet, Plain Edge AU55 PCGS. 

Breen-1021. The Thin Planchet pieces are scarce relative to 
the usual Thick Planchet variety. From early dies with no break 
from the clock corner. The reverse appears off center toward 7 
o’clock due to a misaligned die. Steel-gray and medium brown with 
occasional minor granularity. Listed on page 70 of the 2010 Guide 
Book. Population: 3 in 55, 3 finer (8/09).(#604) 

18 (1792-94) Kentucky Token, LANCASTER Edge MS64 Brown 
NGC. Breen-1156, W-8810, R.5. The Kentucky tokens are usually 
seen with a plain edge, and the Lancaster edge examples are scarce. 
Charming mahogany-brown patina coats the lightly marked 
surfaces. Minor die spalling (chipping) is noted on each side, but 
the overall eye appeal is excellent. Census: 4 in 64 Brown, 1 finer 
(8/09). (#623) 


19 1794 Franklin Press Token MS64 Brown NGC. Plain edge. 
Breen-1165. A middle die state with a single break on the right 
side of the press. The obverse is a glossy medium-brown with traces 
of blue toning through the obverse lettering, while the reverse is 
more chocolate-brown. Lustrous throughout and sharply struck 
with smooth surfaces for the grade. Listed on page 72 of the 2010 
Guide Book.(#630) 

20 1795 Talbot Allum & Lee Cent MS65 Brown PCGS. Fuld-1, 
W-8620, R.l. This satiny, boldly struck Gem shows glimpses of fire- 
red along the borders, although steel-blue dominates the fields and 
the devices are medium brown. A few trivial field imperfections 
appear beneath ALLUM and near 5 o’clock on the obverse. Listed 
on page 72 of the 2010 Guide Book. Population: 7 in 65 Brown, 1

21 1783 Washington Unity States Cent MS61 Brown NGC. Baker- 
1, W-10130, R.l. Confusingly designated as a No Button, Draped 
Bust variety on the NGC holder, which incorrectly implies Baker- 
2B. This is a medium brown representative with attractive surfaces 
and the unavoidable peripheral roller marks. Listed on page 76 
of the 2010 Guide Book. Census: 3 in 61 Brown, 7 finer (8/09).

22 1783 Washington Unity States Cent MS61 Brown PCGS. 

Baker-1, W-10130, R.l. A satiny chocolate-brown representative 
with characteristic peripheral roller marks and a few inconspicuous 
field abrasions beneath the shoulder. Breen notes in his Complete 
Encyclopedia that this variety is usually found in Fine to AU grades, 
but rarely any finer. Listed on page 76 of the 2010 Guide Book.

23 1791 Washington Small Eagle Cent AU55 NGC. Baker-16, 
W-10630, R.3. Charming mahogany patina envelops both sides 
of this well-detained Choice AU specimen. Several minuscule 
abrasions and blemishes are consistent with the grade. Listed on 
page 77 of the 2010 Guide Book.

—Damaged—NCS. XF Details. Baker-21, Breen-1229, Fuld- 
WA. 1792.4a, W-10670. The WASHINGTON PRESIDENT 
obverse is combined with the reverse having 13 stars along 
the top border. The edge is lettered UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA. This basic design exists with either a plain or a 
lettered edge. Both edge types are known in copper and silver, 
while the lettered edge pieces are also known in gold. A unique 
copper piece is also known from a second obverse die. 

These 1792 pieces are related to other Washington pieces 
with a similar obverse die, including the Washington Born 
Virginia coins and the General of the American Armies 
pieces. They are thought to be patterns made in England in 
anticipation of a possible contract coinage for the United 
States. The dies are attributed to John Gregory Hancock, a 
talented English engraver, and production is attributed to 
Obediah Westwood of Birmingham. 

There has been some disagreement regarding the number 
of pieces known today. The Whitman Encyclopedia of Colonial 
and Early American Coins, by Q. David Bowers and published 
in 2009, provides rarity ratings using the Universal Rarity 
Scale that Bowers published in his Silver Dollar Encyclopedia a 
number of years ago. In 1988 Walter Breen provided estimates 
of rarity in his Complete Encyclopedia, and in 1999 George 
Fuld and Russell Rulau gave estimates in the second edition of 
Medallic Portraits of Washington. The six varieties are recorded 
here with the published survival estimates: 

—W-10660 Plain edge, copper. Bowers (unique), Fuld (6-7 
known), Breen (6-7 known) 

—W-10665 Plain edge, silver. Bowers (3-8 known), Fuld (3-4 
known), Breen (4-5 known) 

—W-10670 Lettered edge, copper. Bowers (5-8 known), Fuld 
(5-6 known), Breen (4-6 known) 

—W-10675 Lettered edge, silver. Bowers (3-4 known), Fuld 
(4-5 known), Breen (5-6 known) 

—W-10680 Lettered edge, gold. Bowers (unique), Fuld 
(unique), Breen (unique) 

—W-10685 Variant die, lettered edge, copper. Bowers (unique), 
Fuld (unique), Breen (unique?) 

If the plain edge copper piece is truly unique as Bowers records, 
then the lettered edge copper pieces become the only collectible 
examples in that metal, with approximately six known. 

This nicely detailed example has smooth chestnut-brown 
surfaces that are free of porosity or corrosion. However, several 
scratches and scrapes occur on each side, including a number 
of rim imperfections. At the same time, it is more desirable 
than the Garrett-Roper coin that is well worn, or the Robison 
example that is holed and plugged. The finest known is the 
Norweb coin (Stack’s, 11/2006), that sold for $253,000. 

The prior provenance is unknown, but it is from an old-time 
numismatic holding and has been off the market for decades, 
and is a new specimen to the current numismatic generation. 
Despite its obvious imperfections, the present specimen of 
the Hancock Washington pattern is extremely important and 
highly desirable. We anticipate serious bidding competition 
when it crosses the auction block. (#708) 
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25 1795 Washington Grate Halfpenny, Large Buttons, Reeded Edge 
XF40 NGC. Reeded Edge, Baker-29A, W-10955, R.l. Although 
the NGC holder identifies this piece as Lettered Edge, it is actually 
the more common Reeded Edge variety. Attractive medium-brown 
patina covers both sides. A number of minor abrasions define the 
grade. The left side of the fireplace and most of WASHINGTON 
are weakly struck, but the rest of the details are clear.(#746) 

26 1795 Washington Grate Halfpenny, Large Buttons, Reeded Edge 
MS63 Red and Brown NGC. Baker-29A, W-10955, R.l. Pleasing 
rose-red accents fill the protected areas, while the rest of the surfaces 
are medium-brown. Some evidence of die deterioration is seen (a 
few small “lumps”), but there are no marks of any significance. The 
strike is crisp, save for some softness on the left side of the fireplace 
on the reverse. Listed on page 79 of the 2010 Guide Book. 
Accompanied by a certificate (with a photo of the obverse) signed by 
Walter Breen for the Colonial American Coin Club (First Coinvestors).

This 
example is readily distinguished by the tiny bright spot visible on 
the cat’s hip. An appealing and minimally abraded example of this 
now-legendary medallic issue with generally deep brown patina. 
The Libertas Americana has gained great fame, not only for its 
association with the American Revolution and Benjamin Franklin 
in particular, but also for how strongly the portraits on the earliest 
copper and silver coins of the United States show the influence of 
the medal’s obverse.

single-year type, struck during the initial year of operations of the 
fledgling U.S. Mint. Most survivors are corroded and well worn, 
but the present piece has a bold date, and each letter in LIBERTY 
is readable if examined beneath a lens. Medium to deep brown 
with a hint of surface granularity. Encased in an old green label 
holder. MRB AG3. (#1000) 


1793 Half Cent, C^2, VG8 



30 1793 VG8 PCGS. C-2, B-2, R.3. This first-year half cent has 

fully readable legends, and the types are clear. Moderately granular, 
and the obverse rim has hints of aqua and powder-blue toning. 
A mint-made obverse edge flaw appears at 3:30, and a thin mark 
on the reverse at 10 o’clock. A single-year type. MRB Good 5. 
(# 1001 ) 


Important 1793 Half Cent, C-3, AU53 



31 1793 AU53 PCGS. C-3, B-3, R.3. The 7 in the date is small, 

and the fraction is crowded between the ribbons on the reverse. 
A magnificently detailed chocolate-brown representative of this 
single-year type, struck during the first year of operations at the 
Philadelphia Mint. The Liberty Cap design is undoubtedly based 
upon the influential Libertas Americana medal, which features 
a bust of Liberty facing left. Although Liberty Cap half cents 
were struck through 1797 and cents of that type were produced 
through 1796, Liberty faces right on all of those dates except for 
the 1793 half cent. 

There is no hint of verdigris on this example, and the surfaces 
are smooth. A few thin marks are noted above the date, on the 
neck, below OF, and near the H in HALE The strike is bold, save 
for a touch of softness on the hair. MRB 30. (#1001)

Manley Die State 2.0 with central detail absent, as seen on most 
examples of Cohen-4 regardless of grade. The peripheral legends 
are bold. Generally golden-brown with deep gray toning on the 
upper obverse. Unabraded save for moderate marks near 11 o’clock 
on the reverse.

common of the two 1796 half cent variants, though still very scarce 
in an absolute sense and bordering on rare. The year’s strikingly low 
mintage for half cents—just 1,390 pieces—has made it celebrated 
among collectors of the denomination. This well-worn example 
has deep brown surfaces with a touch of cinnamon.

Walter 
Breen and Roger Cohen believed that business strikes exist, 
based mostly on the reported 2,200 coin mintage. Earlier 
numismatists, such as Ebenezer Gilbert felt the variety is a 
proof-only issue. More recently, Ron Manley agrees with 
Gilbert, and suggests that the reported 2,200 coin mintage was 
actually the initial delivery of 1832 half cents. 

We are unaware of any accurate, up-to-date census records 
for this variety. Walter Breen recorded 21 business strikes and 
nine proofs in his 1983 Half Cent Encyclopedia. The prior 
provenance of this example remains hidden, although it may be 
one of those listed in the Breen Encyclopedia that are unlocated 
after decades in hiding. 

This glossy light brown example has some splashes of darker 
brown toning, along with traces of pale green patina. The 
surfaces are moderately abraded, consistent with the grade of a 
coin that spent a short time in circulation. There is no evidence 
of proof surface on either side, and the strike is average. It is 
those two factors that suggest to us the possibility that this 
coin was a business strike rather than a proof.

Lincolns are mostly keen, sharp-eyed, and deep-pocketed, 
making “men’s (and women’s) toys” from a series that most 
of us tried—and failed—to complete inexpensively from 
circulation coins, popping them into blue Whitman folders 
when we were young. 

In the highest Registry Set or Mint State levels, some of 
the various Lincoln cent issues turn the normal relationships 
between them on their heads. 

For example, that ever-elusive 1909-S VDB: It was an 
immense prize, the rarest and among the most expensive 
coins in a circulated set. But in MS65 or MS66 Red, while 
still costly, it is far less expensive (per the PCGS online Price 
Guide, to which we refer throughout) than the 1914-D, the 
1914-S, the 1915-S, or the 1917-S. (We do not mention the 
1916-S, because PCGS has never certified an MS66 Red and 
therefore provides no price.) The 1918-S in MS65 Red costs 
four times the price of a Gem Red 1909-S VDB. 

In the 1920s, some of the mintmarked issues provide even 
more stark differences. A Gem Red 1921 -S costs twice what 
a Gem Red S VDB goes for. A Gem Red 1922-D (if you can 
find one) is about half of an S VDB in 65 Red—a bargain, in 
our opinion—but a 1923-S in MS65 Red will cost three times 
as much. And of course, the storied 1926-S in MS65 Red, the 
only one so certified at PCGS, has become a legendary rarity, a 
coin that we have handled twice. 

The 1924-D and 1924-S are a similar story, and so are the 
1925-D and 1925-S. Only with the 1927-D (but not the 1927- 
S) and later mintmarked issues do the comparisons and prices 
start to become more favorable. 

The present Premium Gem Red 1925-D cent is the only one 
so certified at PCGS, and needless to say, there are none finer, 
either technically or aesthetically. This fully brilliant Premium 
Gem has gorgeous orange mint luster, with bold design details 
for an issue that is a notorious strike rarity. In fact, the design 
definition is sharper on this example than on any other we 
have handled. The surfaces are frosty and pristine, entirely void 
of marks or spots.

In A 
Guide Book of Buffalo and Jefferson Nickels, Bowers (2007) 
writes that “although the 1920-D comes with a large mintage 
figure, Mint State coins are scarce in general and rare if both 
Full Details and excellent luster. This issue will be a challenge 
for the connoisseur.” 

The 1920-D is seldom seen in better grades, but in MS66 
this issue is a fantastic rarity. A look at our Permanent Auction 
Archives reveals that Heritage has sold only one other Premium 
Gem example, in March 2007, for just under $100,000. That 
piece was housed in a PCGS holder, but has apparently since 
been removed and the population data now indicates that 
the present coin is the only MS66 example certified by that 
service. None have been graded higher by PCGS, while NGC 
reports just two numerically finer examples (8/09). 

This offering represents an important opportunity for the 
serious collector. This issue is usually seen with mushy details 
and sub-par luster, but this example is the opposite and boasts 
sharp design elements and scintillating satiny luster. There is 
just a touch of softness on the hair above the Indian’s braid. At 
first glace this piece appears untoned, but a closer look reveals 
pleasing yellow-gold and steel-blue accents on both sides. 
Careful inspection with a loupe reveals just a couple of virtually 
microscopic handling marks. This fantastic specimen belongs 
in a collection of the highest quality.

Recent research suggests that despite the relatively 
high mintage, the 1792 half dismes were not intended to 
circulate, though in the context of the United States in 1792, a 
round disc made of good silver and stamped UNITED STATES

The mintage of 69,232 quarters of December 16, 1815, were 
all delivered to the Planter’s Bank of New Orleans, while the 
20,003 coins delivered on January 10, 1816 were probably sent 
to the Bank of the United States in Philadelphia, according to 
Steve Tompkins in Early United States Quarters 1796-1838. 

The December delivery was sent upon request of the 
Planter’s Bank, who apparently needed the coins as a 
replacement for Mexican two reales coins of a similar value. 
An exchange of letters took place between Bailly Blanchard, 
cashier of the Planter’s Bank, and Mint Director Robert L. 
Patterson. Blanchard insisted that the bank could only use 
quarter dollars, while Patterson wanted to send the entire 
amount in dimes. More than six months elapsed from the first 
letter requesting the coins and the date they were delivered. 

Several die states are known for the 1815 quarter, and 
this piece is a later die state with light clash marks on each 
side, especially visible on the reverse. It is probably one of the 
later January 10 coins.

be others, two specific 1904-S Barber half dollars stand out 
from the crowd. They are the Emory-Nichols coin that later 
appeared in the Dr. Thaine B. Price Collection, and the present 
example, the Dale Friend coin that was earlier in the Eliasberg 
Collection. Both coins are incredible quality, and either one 
might qualify as the finest known. In 1904, S. Benton Emory 
almost certainly purchased his half dollar directly from the San 
Francisco Mint, and in the same year J.M. Clapp ordered his 
from the San Francisco Mint. Judging from the appearance of 
these two coins, it seems that perhaps they were hand selected 
by Mint officials at the time, those in charge undoubtedly 
being aware of the two important numismatic cabinets. 

The 1904-S has the fourth lowest PCGS Mint State population 
of any Barber half, behind the 1892 Micro O, 1896-0, and 1901- 
O. PCGS has only certified 30 pieces in all grades from MS60 
through MS67, and just six of those coins grade MS65 or finer. 

An impressive Premium Gem, the Eliasberg-Friend is about 
to find only its sixth owner since the day it was made. J.M. 
Clapp bought the coin from the San Francisco Mint, Louis E. 
Eliasberg, Sr. bought the entire Clapp Collection, the owner 
of the Stellar Collection bought the coin at the Eliasberg sale, 
Dale Friend bought the 1904-S from the Stellar Collection, 
and today the coin is consigned by the purchaser at the Friend 
sale. The coin is boldly defined with delightful gold toning 
over ivory-silver surfaces and frosty luster. A single small mark 
in the right obverse field prevents an MS67 grade assignment.

Typical of the chicanery 
of the mid-19th century, the Mint (or some employees therein) 
was not at all averse to striking a few pieces later on, in 
order to pad public or private pockets. Bowers’ Silver Dollar 
Encyclopedia notes that the melt value of the silver dollar by 
1851 had reached $1.03, and silver dollars did not circulate. It 
is unknown if the 1851 Originals were struck for government 
or depositor accounts, but it appears that they were dispersed in 
the next year or two after their production. Bowers offers this: 
“I believe that sharp-eyed bank tellers, Treasury employees, 
hotel clerks, and others, perhaps equipped with a coin buying 
guide issued by Cook, Morey, von Bergen, or some other 
nineteenth century precursor of B. Max Mehl snapped up all 
the examples they could find. Such coin premium books were 
distributed in large quantities beginning with Cook’s efforts in 
the mid'1870s and, for all I know, even earlier by others. Even 
so, very few were ever found.” 

This Select Mint State coin has bright, semiprooflike fields, 
with a sharp strike and light, even golden-steel toning. The 
date is high in the exergue, characteristic of the Originals, and 
numerous die breaks on the reverse signal the reuse of that die 
from business strikes of 1850. Clashing from the reverse appears 
in the field near Liberty’s right (facing) arm.

Rusty Goe points out that high silver prices made customers 
depositing silver into the Carson City Mint prefer silver bars to 
silver coinage: A silver dollar, with face value of $ 1, of course, would 
contain $1,026 worth of silver. The production of 1,376 pieces, 
Goe emphasizes, is less than the number of silver dollars produced 
in 1794, and the lowest of any Seated Liberty, With Motto issue 
save for the elusive 1873-S, which is unknown in any collection. 

This AU50 coin has splendid eye appeal, with pinkish-gray, 
well-struck surfaces front and back. A touch of high-point wear is 
in keeping with the grade, of course, but there are few mentionable 
distractions of any sort. The eagle’s shield and wing feathers are 
well brought up, and all obverse details are well articulated. A nice, 
collectible example of this rare issue.

Incredible 1849 Seated Dollar Rarity, PR64 ★ 



938 1849 PR64 ★ NGC. Q. David Bowers in his 1993 Silver 

Dollar Encyclopedia lists only a single variety of proof 1849 
Seated dollars “with imperfection on [the] 4 in [the] date” 
and the shared “reverse of 1840-1850.” Duncan Lee, in his 
August 2006 supplement to the Coin Dealer Newsletter, agrees 
with Bowers, stating “all proofs are restrikes. The date shows a 
distinctive imperfection on the 4 in the date, and is combined 
with the common [restrike] reverse.” 

The present specimen matches the Bowers and Lee 
descriptions of the obverse die. The inner triangle of the 4 has 
minor die fill, and the 4 has two different levels of relief. The 
relief is comparatively low from its base to the intersection 
of the crosslet and upright. The relief is higher on the upper 
portion of the upright, and on the diagonal. 

But the reverse die differs. It is not the 1840-1850 shared 
reverse, which shows die lumps on the final A in AMERICA. 
The present reverse has a perfect final A. The vertical die lines 
also differ from the restrike reverse in their penetration of the 
horizontal shield lines. Line 3 of stripe 1 extends through all 
but one of the horizontal shield lines. Line 2 of stripe 2 extends 
to horizontal line 4- 

Whether original or restrike, all proofs are highly desirable. 
Bowers (1993) wrote “The proof Liberty Seated silver dollar of 
this date stands as the rarest of the 1840s, in my opinion. ... By 
any measure, the 1849 proof dollar is an extreme rarity today. 
Indeed, its rarity cannot be overestimated. In 40 years I have 
seen only three specimens.” Referring to Bowers’ assessment, 
Lee adds, “Certainly a strong argument can be made in support 
of that assertion as the population reports indicate that this 
issue is tied for third [for the entire proof Liberty Seated 
series].” Of course, resubmissions over the past 23 years have 
likely inflated third-party population and census data. In our 
January 2009 FUN sale, we presented an extensive roster of 
eight examples, including two impaired pieces. 

The present needle-sharp specimen is unabraded and has light 
sea-green and golden-brown peripheral toning. For those inspired 
to research pedigrees of 1849 proofs, we note a tiny lintmark 
near the upper right comer of the final A in AMERICA.

939 1865 PR64 Cameo NGC. Great visual appeal for this final 

collectible No Motto Seated dollar issue. Though both sides show 
extensive toning in dappled blue and green-gold shadings, the 
coin’s contrast shines through the patina, with noticeably lighter 
and frosty devices standing out from the fields. Census: 17 in 64 
Cameo, 9 finer (8/09). (#87008) 


Dramatic 1865 Seated Dollar, PR66 Ultra Cameo 



940 1865 PR66 Ultra Cameo NGC. On April 2,1865, the government 

of the Confederacy evacuated Richmond after Petersburg fell to 
Union forces. President Abraham Lincoln visited fire-ravaged 
Richmond just two days later, and stopped at Jefferson Davis’ 
abandoned residence. Less than a week after, Lee surrendered to 
Grant near the Appomattox Court House. 

In that same year, the Philadelphia Mint produced 500 proof 
silver dollars, the final year of the Seated Liberty, No Motto type. 
This coin is a fitting tribute to a year of significant endings. NGC 
has graded only seven 1865 PR66 Ultra Cameo examples, with 
none finer from either service (7/09). The fields are exceptionally 
clean and contrast dramatically with the fully struck devices. 
Bright silver, like-new surfaces dominate, with just a whisper of 
gold toning. (#97008)

941 1869 PR63 PCGS. Bright champagne centers are framed by 

splashes of cobalt-blue, purple, and gold-orange at the obverse 
periphery, while a medley of the same color scheme runs over the 
entire reverse.

Last Year of Issue 



943 1873 PR65 Cameo NGC. It was the best of times, it was the 

worst of times. It was the best of times in 1873 if you backed the 
gold standard, owned gold, or were being paid with gold or gold 
certificates backed by the yellow metal—as many foreign debtors 
were. Silver prices were plunging due to huge influxes of silver from 
Latin America and the United States’ own fabulous Comstock 
Lode. The values of the dollar and gold rose, compared to silver. 

It was the best of times for domestic debtors, who could pay their 
debts with less-valuable silver over time. It was the worst of times if 
you were a silver miner or distressed Eastern bank lender, seeing your 
assets diminish or collecting debts in steadily depreciating silver. 

Against this backdrop the “Crime of ‘73” went through 
Congress, abolishing the Seated Liberty silver dollar in favor of the 
Trade dollar, among many other effects. The Trade dollar’s silver 
excess, almost 9% compared to the silver in two half dollars (much 
as the Seated dollar after 1853), ensured that it would not circulate 
domestically (it would only be melted) and further set the stage for 
adoption of a de facto gold standard. 

The 1873 Seated Liberty dollars are popular as the last year of 
the type. Only 600 proofs were coined, although Breen comments 
in his Proof Encyclopedia that many were “undoubtedly melted” 
later in the year. All are of the Close 3 variety, with scattered rust 
marks on the breast and neck. The reverse is a reuse from 1872. 
This is a completely brilliant, all-white coin. The fields are deeply 
reflective and set up strong contrast against the frosted white on 
the devices. The surfaces are essentially problem-free with no 
mentionable contact marks on either side. Census: 6 in 65, 3 finer 
(8/09). (#87021) 


Above-Average 1873 Trade Dollar, MS63 


944 1873 MS63 PCGS. The 1873 Trade dollar is the first issue for the 

series, which was created as part of the “Crime of ‘73” that legislated 
a record number of changes into U.S. numismatic history. Although 
nearly 400,000 business strike 1873s were struck, the vast majority 
were exported to China, and most survivors have chopmarks. 

Pinkish-gray toning combines with satiny luster to give this 
Select Mint State piece delightful eye appeal. There are relatively 
few abrasions for the grade, and those present do not affect the 
prime focal points. The strike is crisp save for the usual softness 
on several stars and Liberty’s head.

Yet its presence 
near Nevada’s silver mines, coupled with political pressure, ensured 
that the small frontier establishment would make the pieces. In 1873, 
the first year for the series, 124,500 coins bore the CC mintmark. 

Of those Trade dollars, few survive, and only a tiny fraction are 
as well-preserved as the piece offered here. The strongly lustrous 
fields offer lovely golden-tan toning, with slightly richer patina on 
the flashy reverse. Though Liberty’s head and the nearby stars show 
a degree of softness, the overall level of detail is pleasing. The visual 
appeal is strong, and the devices show no trace of wear. A desirable 
representative.

947 1873-CC MS64 NGC. In 1873, the first year of the denomination, 

the Carson City Mint struck nearly an eighth of a million Trade 
dollars.

of those coins never returned to their country of origin. In Mint 
State, the 1873-CC Trade dollar is an important condition rarity, 
and this near-Gem is particularly precious. Rich rose, gold, and 
violet toning drapes strongly lustrous surfaces. While the strike is 
slightly soft on the high points, the overall eye appeal is more than 
redeeming. NGC has graded only one numerically finer example

Elusive MS62 1892-S Morgan Dollar 



1121 1892-S MS62 PCGS. Probably the most illustrious Mint State 
or proof Morgan dollars in an absolute sense have to be the 
1893-S and the 1895. Those two coins would go on anyone’s 
short list. Following that (and close behind) would likely be 
the 1889-CC, the 1879-CC, and the 1892-S. Those are coins 
that blend absolute rarity with conditional rarity, although 
series aficionados could make various claims for other issues 
such as the 1893-CC, the 1894-P, 1886-0, 1896-0, and 1901. 
Q. David Bowers’ Guide Book of Morgan Silver Dollars remarks 
cogently concerning the 1892-S: 

“Years ago, worn 1892-S dollars were common in dealers’ stocks, 
and little attention was paid to them. Then, after the 1962 
through 1964 Treasury releases were analyzed, and no cascade 
of Mint State 1892-S dollars had been found, a great demand 
arose for circulated pieces to supply the date and mint. The few 
Uncirculated coins that did exist mounted to ever-higher market 
levels, while more than just a few AU pieces were sold as being 
in Mint State (casting a pall on the market for this rarity).” 

This is a no-questions Uncirculated coin that should 
provide a relatively affordable middle ground for the many 
collectors seeking a Mint State example. The fields are 
remarkably lustrous for the grade. The coin is mostly brilliant 
on the obverse, with deep golden-brown toning on the right 
rim; the reverse is an even subdued powder-gray to brilliant. 
The strike is a bit soft in the centers, most notably on the 
eagle’s breast. A few light marks on Liberty’s face account for 
the grade. Population: 24 in 62, 28 finer (8/09). (#7218) 
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1122 1893 MS64 PCGS. CAC. Flashy luster enhances the untoned 
surfaces of this lightly abraded and virtually brilliant near-Gem. 
The strike is bold save for the usual softness above Liberty’s ear. 
Encapsulated in a green-label PCGS holder. (#7220) 

1123 1893 MS64 NGC. Crisply struck with glimpses of frostiness 
over the high points. Gorgeous luster with the silver-gray of the 
obverse ceding to gold-orange on the reverse. High eye appeal. 
(#7220) 

1124 1893 MS64 PCGS. VAM-2 with minor repunching atop the 3 
in the date. The left-side stars are minutely die doubled. This low 
mintage near-Gem has attractive peripheral autumn-gold and blue- 
green toning. Lustrous with clean fields and minor contact near the 
jaw. (#7 220) 

1125 1893-CC XF40 PCGS. At certain angles, this XF example appears 
silver-gray, though gold and peach elements appear when it is tilted 
under a light. Minimally abraded with solid eye appeal for this 
final-year Carson City dollar issue.(#7222) 

1126 1893-CC AU50 PCGS. Soft glimmers of luster grace this 
lightly worn final-year Carson City dollar. Wear is concentrated 
mostly on the high points, though the usual wispy abrasions 
acquired in circulation are present on fields and devices alike. 
From The Thrifty Scot Collection. (#7222) 

1127 1893-CC AU50 AN ACS. This scarce issue was struck during the 
final year of the Carson City Mint. Flashy luster in the fields radiates 
from the pale gray surfaces. Scattered abrasions are consistent with

Popular 1893-CC Dollar, Unc Details 


1128 1893-CC—Obverse Damage—NCS. Unc Details. Both sides 
of this final-year Carson City dollar are brightly lustrous with 
brilliant centers and a degree of peripheral peach toning.

1223 1900 Lafayette Dollar MS66 PCGS. DuVall 2-C. On the 
reverse (statue side), a leaf terminates over the 9 in the date, 
and the stem is thick and short. There are 14 medium-size 
leaves. On the obverse, the A in STATES is high, the second 
S in STATES is broadly repunched east, and the left foot of the 
final A in AMERICA is recut. 

This interesting commemorative coin is the only such that 
can be collected by die varieties, although only specialists do 
so. This coin represents two works of art, one unveiled too 
soon—and the other much too late. The too-early one is the 
coin itself which, despite the date 1900, was hurriedly hand- 
engraved or hand-punched on the peripheral inscriptions and 
some devices (hence the die varieties), in order to be coined 
and released on December 14, 1899, the exact centennial of 
President Washington’s death. 

The equestrian statue of Gilbert du Motier, Marquis de 
Lafayette on the reverse of the coin was sculpted by the 
American Paul W. Bartlett. The statue is a real one, although 
that on the coin differs significantly from the finished product. 
It was slated to be unveiled at a dedication ceremony in Paris 
on July 4, 1900—but a plaster model was used instead. The 
statue was finally finished in 1908. The Lafayette statue now 
sits along the right bank of the Seine near the Quai Albert 1 
between the Pont de l’Alma and the Pont des Invalides, where 
it was the focal point of a 2004 commemoration of the French- 
American Alliance. 

1900 Lafayette dollars of the quality of the present Premium 
Gem coin are few and far between. Both sides of this lovely 
specimen are covered with soft, frosted mint luster. The centers 
are noticeably lighter in hue than the margins, tinted in 
golden-rose. In keeping with the grade, there are no obvious 
abrasions. PCGS has certified only five pieces finer, making 
the present coin essentially one of the finest available in the 
market.

Houdon’s 
bust of Washington and Caunois’ 1824 commemorative medal 
depicting Lafayette are the sources most often named for the 
portraits, though Q. David Bowers (1991) credits Arlie Slabaugh 
with noting the unmistakable similarity between the conjoined 
portraits on Barber’s design and “the obverse of the Yorktown 
Centennial medal of 1881, made from dies engraved by Peter 
L. Krider.” The reverse is after Paul Wayland Bartlett, designer 
of the statue depicted on the reverse. Barber gave that artist 
ample credit. (Though Barber’s usual monogram is missing, 
Bartlett’s last name is spelled out on the base of the statue.) 

Quality control was far from the minds of Mint personnel on 
December 14, 1899, the day the Lafayette dollars were coined. 
The press was an old one, long out of regular service and used 
mostly for traveling exhibits and promotional strikings. After 
the coins were struck, they fell into a hopper and mixed 
together, and many examples sustained significant abrasions 
before they ever left the Mint. Yet a handful of exemplary 
survivors exist today, coins such as this Superb Gem. Each side 
possesses warm, radiant luster. On the obverse, amber-russet 
toning with a touch of red covers much of the periphery, while 
the center is predominantly silver-gray with small, scattered 
flecks of golden-tan. The reverse rims have similar wheat 
patina, though the interior is mostly blue-green with a zone of 
rose-tinged gray above the horse. A simply exquisite piece that 
is sure to appeal to the commemorative connoisseur. Census: 8

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1225 1921 Alabama MS65 PCGS. Attractive frosty luster with hints 
of gold-gray toning on each side.

1229 1935-D Arkansas MS67 PCGS. CAC. Mottled peach-red and 
stone-gray enrich this shimmering and essentially immaculate 
Superb Gem.

Struck off center around 2 o’clock. The date and most of the 
Indian’s profile are visible and show sharp definition. Pleasing 
light red and tan patina enhances the lustrous surfaces. Careful 
examination with a loupe reveals only a couple of insignificant 
abrasions. An appealing early Indian Head cent error.

Near-Mint, Two Dates Showing 



1322 1899 Indian Cent—Struck Twice, Second Strike 10% Off- 
Center—AU58 PCGS. The double dates make this twice-struck 
Indian cent highly desirable. The first impression was slightly off- 
center, while the second one shows the entire design. Both dates 
are visible, though the one from the first impression is not present 
in its entirety. Lightly rubbed on the chocolate-brown surfaces, but 
otherwise completely pleasing. 


Intriguing Near-Gem 1920 Cent Error 
Struck on a Cuban One Centavo Planchet 



1323 1920 Lincoln Cent—Struck on a Type One Cuba One Centavo 
Planchet—MS64 NGC.

Overlapping peach and light 
nickel-gray toning elements add interest to each side. The slightly 
undersized planchet cut off much of the motto IN GOD WE

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AU 1943 Cent on a Dime Planchet 



1324 1943 Lincoln Cent—Struck on a Silver Dime Planchet—AU50 
PCGS. If this 1943 cent were struck on a bronze cent planchet, 
it would sell for tens of thousands of dollars. Instead, this wrong 
planchet, off metal mint error was struck on a 90% silver dime 
flan, yet remains an affordable conversation piece. Toned deep 
cream-gray with no relevant marks and slight wear on the portrait 
highpoints. 


Intriguing Near-Mint 1945 Cent 
Struck on a Netherlands 25 Cent Planchet 



1325 1945 Lincoln Cent—Struck on a Netherlands 25 Cent 
Planchet—AU58 PCGS. This cent was struck on a 64% silver 
25 cent planchet for either the Netherlands or a Dutch colony. 
Both sides are pleasingly lustrous with glimpses of peach color on 
otherwise silver-white surfaces. A great off-metal error that shows 
only a hint of rub across the highest design elements. 


Surprising Undated Lincoln Memorial Cent Fragment 
Half a Grain, No Evidence of Wear 



1326 Undated Lincoln Memorial Cent—Struck on a 0.5 Grain 
Fragment—MS60 Brown PCGS. The holder says “.5GM,” 
indicating half a gram, but considering how little metal is present 
(far from one-fifth or one-sixth of an entire coin, as dictated by 
half a gram versus the weight of a Lincoln cent), half a grain 
seems more likely. The front of this error offers few clues to what 
it is, but the back has parts of the letters in UNITED STATES 
OF AMERICA, enough to identify it as the top of the reverse of a 
Lincoln Memorial cent. With this information, the obverse can be 
seen in a new light, as the seemingly random lines there become 
the folds in Lincoln’s jacket.

PCGS. 3 grains. A tiny sliver of a 1968-dated Lincoln cent, shaped 
like a parallelogram. The front shows Lincoln’s face and the four 
blurry but readable digits of the date; the area where the mintmark 
would be, however, is cut off. The back is rounded and generally 
smooth, resembling a miniature Tootsie Roll. 
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Rare, Possibly Unique Mated Trio of 1968-S 
Off-Metal Lincoln Cent Errors 


1328 Rare Mated Trio of Off-Metal Lincoln Cent Errors MS66 
PCGS. A “mated trio” of Lincoln cent errors, all struck on 
dime planchets and graded MS66 by PCGS. Includes a 1968-S 
Cent Struck on a Dime Planchet and two Undated Lincoln 
Cents Struck on Dime Planchets with Brockage Obverses. 
Mated trios are very rare. On wrong planchets, this group is at 
least extremely rare, if not unique.

Gold and peach tones grace both sides of this shining and 
sharply defined dual-denomination error. This outstanding error 
would certainly make an excellent conversation piece. 






Surreal Reverse Copper Layer of a Lincoln Cent 
With Multiple Impressions on Inner Side, MS64 Red 




1329 Undated Reverse Copper Layer of a Lincoln Cent—Struck 
Through—MS64 Red PCGS. 4.6 grains. The PCGS label says 
“struck through,” but a more plausible explanation of this nigh- 
inexplicable coin is that a cent was struck, but the copper layer over 
the reverse peeled away, and the rest of the coin remained between 
the dies. The zinc impression of the reverse was then pressed into 
the copper layer multiple times. However this error came about, it 
is a fascinating item with a substantial partial fin.

An impressive 
amount of the dime’s undertype is still visible, including the date. 
A touch of tan accents the mostly silver-gray surfaces. Both sides 
appear pristine, and the cent’s details are boldly struck. The bust of 
Roosevelt is upside-down relative to Lincoln. A highly lustrous and 
appealing specimen. 


Impressive 1921'Dated Buffalo Nickel Error 
Struck 45% Off'Center, MS63

This noteworthy error was struck almost half off-center, oriented 
between 12 and 1 o’clock with respect to the obverse. Attractive 
peach toning graces much of each side, and the struck portions of 
this error have pleasing detail. The unstruck portion of the reverse 
shows a number of long, thin abrasions, some dating prior to the 
coin’s striking and some after. 




1336 1943-P Jefferson Nickel—Struck on a Type One Steel Cent 
Planchet—MS64 NGC. An amazingly lustrous steel-white 
example of this one-year-only error type, wherein a 1943-P war 
nickel was struck on a blank (without upset rim) meant for steel 
cent production. The date and mintmark are visible in their 
entirety, though certain elements at the left periphery on each side 
are partly cut off.

Flip it over, 
and a new dimension emerges: on the other side is a bold mirror 
brockage, with Jefferson facing right instead of left.

Red and Brown PCGS. A struck 1978 cent was apparently lodged 
in a Philadelphia Mint bin or cart.

The 
cent date is conspicuous near Jefferson’s nose. The nickel date is 
bold.

Cent—MS65 Red PCGS. Nickels on struck cents are much 
scarcer than cents on struck dimes. The nickel date and mintmark 
are prominent, and the cent date and mintmark are faintly visible 
within Jefferson’s hair. A lustrous orange-red Gem with unabraded 
surfaces. 


Interesting Washington Quarter Error 
Struck on a Silver Dime Planchet 
Uniface Obverse, MS63 



1340 Undated Washington Quarter—Struck on a Silver Dime 
Planchet, Uniface Obverse—MS63 PCGS. Two planchets must 
have entered the coining chamber at the same time, which caused 
the obverse of this error to be unstruck. This piece was struck on 
a silver dime planchet. The reverse is boldly defined and has a 
D mintmark. Red-gold and purple visit the perimeter, while the 
centers are silver-gray. An eye-catching error. 


1341 1999-D Delaware Quarter—Struck on a Five Cent Planchet— 
MS64 PCGS. This interesting error still shows all of the quarter’s 
design, although some of the legends blend into the rims. The 
strike is razor-sharp, and there are only a couple of minuscule 
handling marks. 


Impressive 2007-D Montana Quarter Error 
Struck on a 2007-D Nickel 



1342 2007-D Montana Quarter—Struck on a 2007-D Nickel—MS67 
NGC. The first hint that something is amiss with this Superb 
Gem is the slightly ovoid shape, and soon one discerns the double 
rim indicating that this piece, the size of a nickel planchet, was 
struck twice. On the reverse, what looks like a flaw on the skull 
is actually the base of Monticello, and with concentrated effort, 
the undertype date and mintmark appear in the field between 
Washington’s profile and the word UNITED. 


1343 2007-S Utah Quarter, Clad Planchet—Elliptical Clip—PR66 
Deep Cameo PCGS. 74 grains, as noted on the holder. Part of 
the upper left rim of the reverse and the corresponding area on 
the obverse are unstruck due to the clipped planchet. The deeply 
mirrored fields and frosted devices combine to create an eye¬ 
catching cameo effect. A pleasing reddish hue adds to the aesthetic 
appeal. 


Compelling 1964 Kennedy Half Error 
Multiple Broadstrikes, MS62 



1344 1964 Kennedy Half—Struck Twice, Two Broadstrikes—MS62 
NGC. This first-year Kennedy half received two impressions, both 
of them out-of-collar. The first one was roughly centered, while 
the second one, oriented nearly toward 5 o’clock with respect to 
the center, was roughly halfway off-center. No date is visible, but a 
split in the planchet reveals the coin’s interior, which is 90% silver. 
On the reverse, a series of ghostly mirror-letters and figures of 
Kennedy’s head offer clues as to how this error came to be. 


Fascinating 1982 Panama Half Balboa, MS63 
Struck at Philadelphia Mint on U.S. 1972 Half 



1345 1982 Panamanian Half Balboa—Struck on a 1972 Kennedy 
Half Dollar—MS63 ANACS. The years of the United States 
Mint striking coins for foreign countries were drawing to a close in 
the 1980s, but in 1982, it was minting pieces for Panama, among 
other nations. How a 1972 half dollar became the planchet for a 
1982 half balboa coin is open to speculation; perhaps it was the 
most handy subject for a test strike of the half balboa dies. 
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Dramatic Double-Struck 1972-D Half Dollar 
Struck Twice in Collar with Rotation 



1346 1972-D Kennedy Half Dollar—Struck Twice With Rotation 
In-Collar—MS63 NGC. After the first strike, the coin rotated 
about 60 degrees counterclockwise inside the collar and was struck 
again. A flattened, ghostly profile of Kennedy echoes the relief 
portrait, and the formal eagle on the reverse has transformed 
into something like a cross between a crab and an octopus. Fully 
brilliant and lustrous with excellent eye appeal. 


Spectacular 1974-D Ike Dollar 
With the Reverse Indented by a Cent, MS62 



1347 1974-D Eisenhower Dollar—Reverse Indented by a Cent— 
MS62 PCGS. A great example of this extremely rare error. A 
cent planchet (not included) was trapped between the dollar 
planchet and the reverse die. When the piece was struck, the cent 
planchet obscured much of the eagle, creating a large, nearly round 
indentation. The obverse shows a long, thin scrape from the Y in 
LIBERTY to the truncation of the bust that accounts for the grade. 


Astounding MS64 2000-P Sacagawea Dollar Error 
Struck Four Times, Last Two Off-Center 



1348 2000-P Sacagawea Dollar—Struck Four Times, Third and 
Fourth Strikes 50% Off-Center—MS64 PCGS. This error 
received its first (centered) blow but did not eject, instead turning 
in the collar. It then received a second (centered) blow. After 
that, the coin ejected partially, receiving two more strikes that are 
approximately 50% off-center and oriented just south of 9 o’clock 
with respect to the obverse. Both sides show a blend of orange, 
brass, rose, and yellow luster. 


Double-Struck John Adams Presidential Dollar 
On an Aluminum Feeder Finger Fragment, MS64 



1349 (2007) John Adams Presidential Dollar—Struck Twice on an 
Aluminum Feeder Finger Fragment—MS64 PCGS. Weight 9 
grains. Without edge markings, it is impossible to state where this 
Presidential dollar error was produced, but the partial inscription 
2ND PRES(IDENT) definitively fixes the president as John Adams 
and the year as 2007. The doubling on the word STATES on the 
reverse shows that this aluminum feeder finger fragment was struck 
twice.

Triple Struck and Broadstruck 
Missing Edge Lettering 



1350 2007-P John Adams Dollar—Triple Struck, Broadstruck, and 
Missing Edge Lettering—MS65 PCGS. An interesting piece with 
several prominent errors. The design elements are prominently 
triple struck, particularly the peripheral details, which seem to bleed 
towards the rims. There appears to be no post-strike contact. 


1351 2007-S Jefferson Dollar—Elliptical Clip—PR69 Ultra Cameo 
NGC. 7.5 grams, as noted on the holder. A tiny clip at the top 
right of the obverse partially obscures the rim. The deeply mirrored 
fields show delightful cameo contrast against the frosted devices. A 
virtually perfect yellow-gold specimen. 

1352 2007-S Jefferson Dollar—Rotated Double Struck—PR69 Ultra 
Cameo NGC. The reverse shows minor doubling, which is caused 
by the hammer die rotating very slightly in the coining chamber. 
The mirrored fields and frosted devices show eye-catching cameo 
contrast. A virtually perfect specimen. 
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U.S. MINT MEDAL 


Double Reverse Euro Cent MS63 Red 




1353 (2000-2007) Euro Cent—Struck With Two Reverse Dies— 
MS63 Red NGC. The Euro coinage, introduced in 2000, has a 
standard reverse for each denomination. The obverse is determined 
by the country of issue, e.g. Italy, France, etc. This Euro cent was 
inadvertently struck with two reverse dies, thus its country of origin 
is unknown. Listed and photographed on page 195 of Mike Byers’ 
reference World's Greatest Mint Errors. 


U.S. PRESIDENTS & STATESMEN 

1354 1844 Henry Clay Medal Uncertified. Sullivan 1844"2- 50 
mm. White metal. This thick campaign medallion has a deeply 
incused depiction of factories belching out smoke and a ship at 
sea—commerce in the purest sense for the first half of the 19th 
century. Clay was “The People’s Choice” as a nominee, having 
sought high office on three occasions. Minor, typical rim digs and 
scratches detract little. This is one of the best Clay tokens to be 
found. 


“Honest Old Abe” Medal in White Metal 



1355 Select Uncirculated 1864 “Honest Old Abe” Medal Uncertified, 
Holed for Suspension. Zabriske-50, King-75, Sullivan-AL- 1864'4- 
White metal. 34 mm. Obverse with bust of Lincoln facing right, 
13 stars around with HONEST OLD ABE beneath bust. Reverse: 
Ornate wreath encircles UNION CANDIDATES / 1864 / FOR 
PRESIDENT, / ABM. LINCOLN / OF ILLINOIS / FOR / VICE 
PRESIDENT, / ANd JOHNSON / OF TENN. Uncirculated with 
prooflike fields. A bright relic from Lincoln’s second run for the 
presidency with minimal field marks. 


Impressive Ultra Cameo Lincoln / Garfield Gold Medal 
PR61 



1356 (1882) Lincoln-Garfield Gold Medal PR61 Ultra Cameo 
NGC. Julian-PR-40. Gold. 25.43 mm. 12.48 grams. The first two 
assassinated presidents set against deeply mirrored fields. Hairlined 
in the fields with significant mint frost over the devices. A popular 
and scarce medal, struck at the U.S. Mint at Philadelphia.

1357 1900 Lesher Dollar, A.B. Bumstead, HK-789. Second reverse 
without scrolls at sides of seal. No. 924- A cream-gray example that 
has the sharpness of VF-XF with moderate wear on the devices and 
traces of aqua-tinged luster in design recesses. 

1358 Pedley-Ryan Dollar, HK-825, XF40 AN ACS. The Type IV 
design. 500 pieces were struck beginning Jan. 7, 1933, per the 
classic Hibler/Kappen reference. All legends are bold, and the 
green-gold and lilac toning is attractive. A few minor edge dings, 
and a faded diagonal mark above PEDLEY. 
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Erie Canal Completion Medal, HK-1000, Silver, MS64 
With Original Box and Memoir of the Erie Canal 
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1359 1826 Erie Canal Completion, HK-1000, R.6. MS64 Uncertified. Silver, 44-4 mm, 29.9 gm. The Erie Canal medal was 
issued under the authority of the Common Council of the City of New York, which also requested publication of the Memoir 
included in this lot. The canal was opened on October 26,1825, with the Seneca Chief making the first canal trip from Buffalo to 
New York. New York Senator DeWitt Clinton was the driving force behind legislation for the canal, and for that reason it was 
first known as “Clinton’s Folly.” However, tolls earned over the first 10 years of operation paid the entire cost. 

Only a few edge nicks distract from the pristine surfaces of this iridescent toned piece. Although this medal is graded as a 
Mint State example, the surfaces are entirely prooflike; most would call it a true proof. The present example is only the fourth 
silver specimen that we have handled, and only the second one with the original box. It is currently thought that about two 
dozen of the silver Erie Canal medals still exist, and probably less than 10 of those have the original box. 

The original box is extremely important, and almost never encountered. It is made of wood that was carried from Buffalo 
to New York on the Seneca Chief. Each side of the two-piece circular box has an interior paper label. The paper in the top is 
imprinted with an eagle on a globe, and “Presented by the City of New York.” The paper in the bottom carries the notice that 
“This box was made of a piece of wood brought from Erie in the first Canal Boat The Seneca Chief.” A few cracks in the otherwise 
exceptional box have been carefully repaired. Duncan Phyfe and Daniel Karr produced the original boxes.

The words “New York Line” 
were blacked out at the time of presentation, indicating that Major James Davidson was from another state. 

Complete with all plates, many lithographed by Anthony Imbert, maps, and other inserts, 
including two colored maps, and eight facsimile letters acknowledging receipt of gold medals. This is 
one of the earliest examples of lithography in America, and it is extremely important as such. 

Tipped in the front is a blank ticket to participate in the canal completion celebration, and an invitation for Major 
Davidson to dine with members of the Corporation of the City of New York at City Hall on July 4, 1826. 

The medal, box, and book were originally presented together to various important individuals. Page 
340 of the Memoirs identifies those who were to receive the Class II (silver) medals: The Vice-President 
of the United States, the heads of the departments of the United States, the governor and lieutenant- 
governor of New York, the governors of each state, foreign ministers of the United States, former governors and 
lieutenant-governors of New York, officers of the Revolutionary Army belonging to the New York line, members 
of the Common Council of New York, and “other distinguished persons by a special vote of the board.” 

Revolutionary War records list two officers named James Davidson. James Davidson of New York was a regimental 
quartermaster, and likely not the recipient of this book since it was apparently presented to an officer of another state, as 
noted above. J ames Davidson of Pennsylvania was a surgeon with the Fifth Pennsylvania, serving from 1777 to 1783. He died 
on June 26, 1825, a short time before the books were ready for presentation. If he is the same individual to whom this book 
was presented, it is reasonable to propose such a connection. Little else is currently known of either individual.

1442 1796 Stars PCGS Genuine. Breen-6114, BD-3, High R.5. 
Bass-Dannreuther obverse state c/reverse state b. The 1796 
With Stars is a somewhat underrated issue despite its obvious 
rarity, overshadowed by the illustrious 1796 No Stars quarter 
eagle. Tennessee entered the Union on June 1, 1796, and the 
1796 With Stars is the only obverse in the quarter eagle series 
that commemorates that event with 16 stars—making it a one- 
year type coin, just like the 1796 No Stars. The obverse stars 
are arranged eight and eight on each side of LIBERTY. The 6 
in the date, at its top loop, is well up into the lower bust. The 
event is actually noted on both sides, as the 1796 With Stars also 
has 16 stars on the reverse, jammed in around the eagle’s head 
and below the clouds. John Dannreuther writes of the BD-3: 

“This date is also a major type variety of the Stars type, 
as it is the only obverse found with 16 stars. This fact 
has generally been ignored in numismatic literature, 
as the rarity of the date makes it a ‘stopper’ for most 
collectors, who only obtain a type coin of this series. 
Another ignored major type variety is the reverse found 
only for 1796 and 1797. The ‘Tall Neck’ reverse with 16 
stars was replaced by the ‘Short Neck’ reverse in 1798. 
Most researchers have merely noted the eight versus 
six vertical stripes in the shield and 16 versus 13 stars 
around the eagle’s head. Little mention has also been 
made of the eight arrows with three visible claws for the 
Reverse of 1796 and one visible claw around the bundle 
of 10 arrows for the Reverse of 1798.” 

The present example is thus an important, and possibly 
relatively affordable specimen of this major early U.S. gold type. 
The PCGS number ending in .94 suggests Altered Surfaces as 
the reason, or perhaps one of the reasons, that PCGS deemed 
this coin not gradable. In our opinion, this coin has the details 
of an AU specimen whose obverse fields have been smoothed. 
The only adjustment marks are light and short, and they are 
restricted to the right obverse margin. On the reverse, there 
is a trailing scratch from the rim to below the U in UNITED, 
and a shallow pinscratch appears below the T in UNITED. 
Heavy die polishing appears on the upper reverse through 
TATE.

1443 1807 MS63 NGC. Breen-6124, BD-1, R.3. For much of the 
early history of the U.S. Mint, the quarter eagle denomination 
was the red-headed stepchild among coin types. Large cents, 
half dollars, and larger gold coins did the yeoman work of 
commerce. The eagle denomination was discontinued in 1804, 
at which time the half eagle took over its duties as the largest 
and most popular gold coin. Quarter eagles were sporadically 
minted, in some years not at all, and in quantities much lower 
than half eagles overall. 

For the 1807 coins, only a single die pair was used. The 
reverse die, however, is a carryover from the BD-1 of 1805. 
The obverse stars are arranged seven left and six right, with a 
noticeable gap between stars 6 and 7. The flag of the 1 is over a 
hair curl, and the 7 in the date is larger than the other digits. 

The 1807 quarter eagle makes a wonderful representative of 
the Capped Bust to Right, W ith Stars quarter eagle. It was replaced 
the following year by the vaunted 1808 Capped Bust to Left, 
Large Size quarter eagle, a one-year type. Paul M. Green, in the 
April 4, 2000, edition of Numismatic News, says of the issue: 
“Prior to 1804 the combined production for all years of gold 
quarter eagles stood at a less than whopping total of about 
5,000 pieces.

“In the years that followed production levels slipped to 
under 2,000 pieces, but in 1807 apparently giddy customers had 
a staggering total of 6,812 gold quarter eagles produced. No one 
really knows why, but for the type collector it was a bonanza.” 

Bass-Dannreuther estimate that 250-350 examples exist 
today in all grades.

The facility coined no half 
eagles until 1840, by which time the Liberty Head designs had 
replaced the Classic Heads. McCloskey-B is the more difficult 
of the two known die pairings for the 1839-0, which are readily 
distinguished by the spacing of the denomination fraction. Perhaps 
McCloskey-B is scarcer because the reverse die shattered early, 
with at least eight different die cracks observed. The dies are 
rotated 180 degrees from their usual “coin turn” alignment. 

Douglas Winter, writing in the second edition of Gold Coins 
of the New Orleans Mint 1 839 -1909 (2006) noted that: “The 
1839-0 quarter eagle is a popular one-year type coin featuring the 
distinctive Classic Head design on the obverse. It is common in all 
grades up to and including AU55. It becomes scarce in accurately 
graded AU58 and it is scarce in the lower Uncirculated grades. It 
becomes quite rare in MS63 although there are probably more 
examples known in this grade than any other quarter eagle from 
this mint. In MS64 and above, the 1839-0 is very rare.” 

This conditionally unsurpassed near-Gem displays dazzling 
mint frost which is considerably more impressive than that seen 
on the typical example from this issue. The bright yellow-gold 
coloration is imbued with greenish accents in the fields, and an 
occasional touch of red-orange occurs near the periphery. There 
are no relevant marks on either side of this splendid Choice Mint 
State specimen.

Phenomenal 1879 Flowing Hair Stella, Judd-1635, PR67 
Only One Piece Certified Numerically Finer 
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1538 1879 Flowing Hair, Judd-1635, Pollock-1833, R.3, PR67 NGC. The word Stella means “star” in Latin. Although we do 
not use the noun form Stella, we know the word from the English adjective “stellar.” And, of course, a “constellation” means a 
“group of stars” or, by inference, a “brilliant, outstanding group or assemblage.” The present coin is a simply stellar example of 
the Stella. It would also form the centerpiece of a wonderful constellation of one of each of the four types produced in 1879 and 
1880, including Flowing Hair and Coiled Hair varieties, if any collector is of a mind to begin or add to a set. 

There have been many attempts to create an international or universal currency, some moderate successes, some 
miserable failures. One could easily make a convincing argument that gold or silver has been the most successful 
universal currency, and (forgive another pun) one that still has much currency today. With the threats of inflation 
and U.S. budget deficits looming large, many commentators who are not normally “gold bugs” are recommending 
various precious metals-related investments. While we are neither making investment recommendations, 
nor yet do we necessarily subscribe to the belief that inflation (or deflation) is inevitable, we must observe 
that such sentiments have contributed to a strong, healthy, and buoyant market for rare gold coins as well. 

Gold and silver coins, by their very nature, are portable, fungible, and conform to a “set” value via a predetermined and 
known (or purported) content. This is precisely why the California Gold Rush, with its vast amounts of unassayed gold 
dust of varying purities (or fineness, in gold lingo), produced an immediate, severe need for assayers and gold coinage, in 
preference. Among the various Gold Rush assayers and coiners, those whose products survived and thrived were those who 
produced coins whose precious metals content approached its face value, without greatly exceeding or falling far below it. 

If a gold coin’s metals content greatly exceeded its face value, it would be melted rather than circulate, a 
phenomenon that has happened again and again throughout history. 

If a gold coin’s metals content was far below its face value, when the fact became known, the coin would only be 
accepted at a great discount. And again, rather than circulate, the coins would find their way into storage, or else be 
melted and recoined in a more acceptable form of currency. (The phenomenon known as “fiat money” is based on 
a government backing its currency, as the United States, with the “full faith and credit” of the government. Such 
fiat money was unknown in the California Territory, later State. It was either hard money or no money.) 

An early universal currency was the Maria Theresa thaler, which has been in circulation continuously since its first 
production in 1741. Containing 0.752 troy ounces of silver, the Maria Theresa thaler has been produced at various 
mints in the old Hapsburg Empire, as well as in Birmingham, Bombay, Brussels, London, Paris, Rome, and Utrecht. 
Over the past quarter-millennium, more than 400 million have been coined. Collector value aside, how much is it 
worth? Answer: 0.752 troy ounces of silver. The coin has seen widespread circulation, including much of Africa and 
throughout the Arab world, and was one of the early coins to see wide currency in the American Colonies. 

Another early success was a coin somewhat better-known to Americans, the Spanish pillar dollar, or piece of 
eight. With a nominal value of eight reales, the silver coins were first produced in the Spanish Empire after 
1497, afterward in many mints in Spain, Mexico, and colonial Latin America. The coins were often cut 
into eight pieces, with a “quarter dollar” composed of “two bits.” The pillar dollar was legal tender in the United 
States until 1857—but the practice of pricing securities on the New York Stock Exchange in eighths of a dollar 
persisted until the advent of decimal pricing in 1997. Between the Maria Theresa thaler and the Spanish silver 
dollar, they are largely responsible for the selection of the dollar as the U.S. unit of currency. 
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There are many other examples of universal currencies—the British sovereign, the South African Krugerrand, the Canadian 
Maple Leaf, the euro, tetradrachms of Alexander, gold assay bars, one-ounce silver rounds. How much is a Krugerrand worth? One 
troy ounce of gold. How much is a tetradrachm worth? Four drachmas. How much is a gold assay bar worth? Whatever net gold 
content is stamped thereon. How much is a euro worth? It depends on what relative measure of value you choose. 

The crucial difference in those successful currencies and some of the notable failures—such as the 1879-1880 Stellas, or the 
Dana Bickford eagle patterns of 1874—is that the failures tried to be too many things to too many people. There is an old proverb 
to the effect that “he who chases two swans catches neither.” In trying to be simultaneously the international equivalent of 20 
Spanish pesetas, eight Dutch (and Austrian) florins, 20 Italian lire, and 20 French francs, the Stellas were doomed to failure. 

The Stellas, although patterns, are often collected right alongside other nonpattern U.S. gold types. Fortunately for type gold collectors, the 
1879 Flowing Hair Stellas were produced in considerably larger quantities than the 1879 Coiled Hair or either 1880 variant. In several Stellas 
we have cataloged over the last few years, we have steadfastly maintained our belief that there are no “original” Stellas—those purportedly 
produced in an awkward metric composition, with no striations on the face—in existence. This is because we believe that the Stellas 
were struck on ordinary .900 fine half eagle planchets that were first rolled down to about four-fifths of their normal thickness. 

The present PR67 NGC-certified coin has near-horizontal striations over the devices and into the fields that are somewhat 
more pronounced than usual.

That service 
has certified eight PR67 Cameos, with none numerically finer, and two PR67 Ultra Cameos; the only one numerically finer than this piece is a 
single PR68 Ultra Cameo. 

PCGS has certified no non-Cameo 1879 Flowing Hair Stellas finer than PR66, although it has graded two PR67 Cameos and one PR67 
Deep Cameo. Here more than normal, all of those “certification events” should be viewed with a sanguine eye; an “upgrade” at these lofty 
levels—either of one grade point, or from one contrast level to another—would mean many thousands of dollars. And even in the almost 
near-certainty that those are not all different coins, it is likely that most known examples in such high grade are in strong hands for many 
years to come.

132,000-plus pieces. Of the dates produced (none made in 1802), 
the 1801 is the most available today, while still rare and seldom- 
seen in the larger scheme of U.S. coinage. Bass and Dannreuther 
comment, “Calling the 1799 and 1801 eagles common is only 
relative, as the number of survivors of each date is probably in the 
high hundreds or certainly not many more than a thousand of each 
date.

1697 1907 Wire Rim MS65 NGC. The 1907 Wire Rim eagle 
is an experimental issue—but it is one that would have 
reached circulation had Teddy Roosevelt and Augustus Saint- 
Gaudens had their way, and had its design been more practical 
for coinage and commerce. Although it is listed in the Judd 
pattern reference (Judd-1901; Judd-1774 before the eighth 
edition), even the Judd editors waffle on the status of the piece: 
“Regular or pattern? This point can be debated.” 

The 1907 Wire Rim eagle, for all intents, can be included in 
the same class as another august group, the 1879 Flowing Hair 
Stellas. Both were experimental designs, both are listed as patterns, 
and both were made as delicacies for the well-connected. 

Notwithstanding its technical status, the 1907 Wire Rim 
is widely pursued and collected alongside the regular-issue 
coins beginning with the 1907 No Periods. Similarly, the 1879 
Flowing Hair Stellas are often collected as part of a complete 
U.S. gold type set. 

Garrett and Guth, in 100 Greatest 17.S. Coins, discuss this 
in conjunction with the 1907 Rolled Rim issue that followed: 

“Reportedly, 500 were struck and this design type is 
considered experimental per conventional wisdom, 
although research has revealed that, in fact, these were 
made as delicacies to be distributed by Mint officials, 
Treasury Department officials, and others. To acquire 
one of these, you needed a ‘connection’! “ 

Akers’ Handbook of 20th century gold notes an original mintage 
of 542 coins, of which “70 pieces were melted between 1915 
and 1918,” leaving a net distribution of 472 coins. Most of the 
existing specimens, at least those certified, are Gems or nearly so; 
the average certified survivor grades a bit better than MS63. 

The present MS65 NGC-certified piece is a stunning work 
of numismatic art, with deep, even, consistent apricot-orange 
coloration throughout and splendid eye appeal.

One of the most interesting stories about the 1911 ten dollar, 
one that helps explain its availability in high grade, is the 
discovery of a hoard in the early 1990s. A Pontiac dealership 
in Ulysses, Kansas had gone out of business after many decades 
of selling cars and parts. A prospective buyer of the dealership 
was looking through a dusty storeroom of obsolete parts, and he 
discovered an old carburetor box that contained 30-40 Mint 
State 1911 eagles.

Above the Gem level, however, appearances come much 
less frequently; the combined certified population shows just 
eight MS66 examples and two MS67 coins, with none finer 
than that, and aside from one NGC-graded MS66 coin, they all 
reside in a PCGS holder.

1766 1859-0 AU58 NGC. New Orleans was at the height of 
her global importance shortly before the Civil War, at the 
time this elusive issue was struck. The Queen of the Delta 
and her venerable Greek Revival-style mint would assume a 
somewhat lesser prominence in the decades following the great 
conflict. Transcontinental railroads (the first was completed 
in 1869) diminished the importance of steamship commerce, 
the abolition of slavery made cotton farming and shipping less 
profitable, and therefore less prominent—and the Civil War 
would shutter the New Orleans Mint for coinage purposes from 
February 1861 until 1879. 

The 1859-0 double eagle was produced to the extent of only 
9,100 pieces. Such a small production puts the issue, according 
to the 2006 second edition of Doug Winter’s Gold Coins of the 
New Orleans Mint: 1838-1909, in a tie (with the 1879-0) for 
fourth place as the overall rarest of the O-mint double eagles, 
behind the 1855-0 (third), the 1854-0 (second), and the 
coveted 1856-0. In high-grade rarity, Winter ranks the coin 
sixth out of 13 issues in the series. 

Q. David Bowers says more simply, “In any and all grades, the 
1859-0 is important and rare.” Even including the couple of coins 
recovered from the S.S. Republic, AU58 is basically the top end 
of the certified population, save for a single MS61 Prooflike at 
NGC. PCGS has graded two AU58 coins as the finest (8/09). 

With only 9,100 coins produced, it is unsurprising that quite 
a few have semireflective surfaces (as does this piece), since 
the initial die polish had no chance to wear off. The surfaces 
are otherwise orange-gold and devoid of any mentionable 
abrasions.

The 1861-0 double eagles were struck 
under three different authorities, including the United States, 
the State of Louisiana, and the Confederacy. It is impossible 
to determine which entity produced any given coin, but the 
total production was 17,741 pieces. Nearly every surviving 
example is well circulated, although NGC and PCGS together 
have certified eight Mint State coins (8/09). A single AU58 
example was recovered in the S.S. Republic treasure. 

The second edition of Doug Winter’s O-mint gold reference 
acknowledges the existence of a few Mint State examples, 
and comes to the conclusion that examples struck under the 
Confederacy are the few which show a bold date and an obverse 
die crack: “After looking through hundreds of auction catalogs 
... I have determined that approximately one-fifth of the coins 
offered had a strong date and showed the obverse die crack. 
When one considers that the Confederacy is said to have struck 
approximately 17% of the original mintage figure of this issue 
(2,991 of the 17,741 struck this is almost exactly the percentage 
of the coins that exhibit the strong date with the crack. It is my 
belief that these are the coins produced by the Confederacy.” 

The typical 1861-0 double eagle is poorly struck with 
considerable weakness, especially at the lower obverse, 
including the date and stars. Most examples have myriad 
abrasions and numerous deeper marks, including scratches 
and scrapes. The usual appearance is rich green-gold; most 
examples have below average eye appeal. These are all reasons 
to describe this example as atypical. While the strike is typical 
of most examples, with the bottom portion of the date showing 
considerable weakness, most of the stars are sharp, and the 
reverse is well-defined. The surfaces are remarkable, with few 
abrasions of any type, and clearly without scratches or scrapes. 
This example has vivid green-gold color with hints of lighter 
yellow, and considerable remaining luster. The aesthetic appeal 
is remarkable, making this an extremely desirable rarity.

Important 1861-0 Double Eagle, Choice AU 



1777 1861-0 AU55 NGC. Abraham Lincoln was elected President 
of the United States on November 6, 1860. Since many of the 
white plantation owners in New Orleans had grown wealthy 
off of slaves laboring in the fields of cotton and sugar cane, the 
powerful elite in the state of Louisiana had a vested interest in 
maintaining the status quo of slavery. South Carolina seceded 
from the Union on December 20, 1860, and by the time 
Lincoln was inaugurated on March 4, 1861, seven states had 
seceded. Those were followed by four other states that seceded 
after April 12, 1861—when the bombardment of Fort Sumter 
marked the official start of the Civil War—and June 12. 

The 1861-0 double eagle is an issue of 17,741 coins that 
were struck in New Orleans under three different authorities. 
The first hatch of 5,000 coins was produced under the United 
States flag; the second batch of 9,750 pieces was produced 
under authority of the State of Louisiana between January 
26—the date of its secession—and May 31. The third batch 
of 2,991 pieces was made on or after June 1, when Louisiana 
joined the Confederate States of America. 

It is impossible to determine which coins were struck under 
which authorities, hut Doug Winter’s second edition reference 
on O-mint gold advances a theory that the one-fifth or so of 
known specimens with a strong date are those struck by the 
Confederate States of America. He believes that more than 
one obverse die was used, with both the strong and weak date 
variants in exactly the same relative position on the die. 

This coin has the normally seen weak date. Its eye appeal 
and overall preservation, however, are exceptional, far finer 
than the usual example of this issue. Most specimens are 
heavily abraded. This piece is not. A few minor ticks are 
consistent with light circulation, and the coloration is a mellow, 
lovely orange-gold. The strike is bold except for the date, and 
considerable luster remains on both sides. Census: 14 in 55, 16

The 
combination of low production (only 92,133 were minted) and 
extensive hoarding and melting of precious metals during the Civil 
War resulted in the rarity of this issue. Many additional pieces found 
their way to Europe in exchange for needed supplies during the War 
years. Currency issued by either government, the United States or 
the Confederate States, was undesirable as the outcome of the War 
was not known, thus gold and silver was expected in payment. 

This Choice AU example is a highly appealing representative of 
the issue. Although the surfaces are moderately abraded, as usually 
found, the strike is excellent and the color is attractive. Both sides 
have nearly full satin luster with rich yellow-gold coloration and 
highlights of pink toning. Winter and Crum offered some advice 
regarding this issue (in 2002): “Many collectors are still not aware 
of just how rare this coin is. After the widespread release of this 
book, they will. Buy any nice 1862 double eagles you are offered 
and do not be afraid to pay in excess of current published values.”

The Philadelphia mint (and others) 
spewed out bucketloads of coins, including seven minor coinage 
denominations from the cent to half dollar (the three cent nickel 
and twenty cent are included), with all save the twenty cent and 
three cent seeing production totals in the millions. 

Accompanying those productions were six gold denominations, 
if one includes the proof-only three dollar, the only extremely rare 
issue of the year. Gold dollars, half eagles, and eagles, however, 
were produced in only token production quantities. 

Excluding proof coins, the nation’s mints reported production 
of $65,034,842 worth of coinage (or recoinage), of which 
$46,386,020 was in the form of double eagles from Philadelphia, 
Carson City, and San Francisco. 

The Philadelphia Mint double eagle coinage was a healthy 
production of 583,860 pieces, but it appears that the vast majority 
of those coins circulated, or were kept as pocket pieces by those 
who could afford to take such a large sum out of circulation.

Jeff Garrett and Ron Guth (2006) 
intimate that most of the examples offered in recent decades have 
been found in gold shipments from Europe. 

Select and near-Gem pieces are scarce and higher-grade coins 
are elusive. Inspection of PCGS and NGC population data indicate 
that a mere 13 1906 twenties are graded MS65, and only two 
examples finer. 

Radiant luster endows both sides of this magnificent Gem 
offering, as does the melange of peach-gold, mint-green, and lilac 
coloration.

Magnificent 1877 Double Eagle, PR58 Cameo 



1887 1877 PR58 Cameo NGC. With a tiny mintage of just 20 
pieces, it is no surprise that proof 1877 double eagles rarely 
appear at auction. According to Jeff Garrett and John 
Dannreuther’s compilation of auction records, only one 
specimen—a PR64 Ultra Cameo NGC in our 2004 ANA 
sale—was sold between 2003 and 2007. Our own census data 
shows no additional appearances. This is undoubtedly an 
important offering for the specialist. 

This remarkable specimen boasts unfathomable deeply 
mirrored fields that show outstanding cameo contrast against 
the frosted devices. The strike is full, as one would expect from a 
proof. A number of minuscule abrasions and a trace of light rub 
define the grade. This is an excellent example of this seldom-seen 
issue. NGC has graded a total of 11 proofs, of which nine have 
received a Cameo designation, while PCGS has certified four 
specimens. However, it is likely that those numbers are slightly 
high due to multiple submissions of the same coin (7/09).

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Memorable 1891 Double Eagle 
PR67 Ultra Cameo 
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1888 1891 PR67 Ultra Cameo NGC. Shortly after the 52 1891 proof double eagles were struck, George Heath, William 
Jerrems, David Harlowe, J.A. Heckelman, and John Brydon convened with 61 charter members at the Commercial 
Hotel at the corner of Lake and Dearborn streets in Chicago for the inaugural convention of the American Numismatic 
Association. The initial membership was scant, but the push for a numismatic organization nationwide was indicative 
of the growing movement of coin collecting in America. The August 1891 edition of The Numismatist made note 
of the growing number of collectors: “There are said to be over 20,000 collectors of coins in this country. While we 
believe this to be much too high an estimate, we will, in the absence of proof to the contrary, accept it.” 

The suggested number of collectors was likely an exaggeration that included passive collectors of the type to assemble a 
date set from circulation, but not acquire a premium specimen of any coin directly from the Mint. That would explain the 
minuscule mintages of proof issues in the latter part of the 19th century; the logic being that the Mint, which was technically 
a coin dealer by then, would have increased production of proof issues to meet with collector demand. 

Fortunately, at least some of the collectors who procured proof coins from the Mint were astute custodians of 
these numismatic delicacies. The November 1891 edition of The Numismatist provided the new membership with 
advice on the care of coins: “The less coins and medals are handled, the better; we should avoid allowing anyone 
unused to handling coins to do so; as damp or sweaty hands start a corrosion on the coins. ... Coin cleaning 
should never be indulged in except it be absolutely necessary. Many a valuable coin has been ruined by cleaning. 
More or less injury cannot be avoided in this process.” This sage advice—at least partially—accounts for 
the relatively low attrition rate of 1891 proof twenties, and the exemplary condition of a few of the survivors. Of 
the 52 pieces struck, Akers estimated in 1982 an extant population of 20 to 25 examples. Writing a quarter of a 
century later, Garrett and Guth, in their Encyclopedia ofU.S. Gold Coins , suggest the same rate of survival. 

The NGC Census Report documents two 1891 proof double eagles at the PR67 Ultra Cameo level, with one piece 
grading higher (8/09). The finest graded specimen is the PR68 ★ Ultra Cameo coin that Garrett and Guth believe 
to be pedigreed to the Harry W. Bass, Jr. Collection. In fact, Jeff Garrett noted the same coin to be the “finest proof 
$20 ever seen.” That immaculate proof was sold as part of our 2006 FUN sale, where it realized $299,000. 

The current offering is comparable in quality to the Bass coin, as evinced by NGC’s lofty grade designation. Although 
examples do exist in wonderful states of preservation, the fact that only 25 or so pieces exist provides obvious barriers for 
even the wealthiest of collectors. Of the couple of dozen extant 1891 twenties, only seven Ultra/Deep Cameo coins have 
been certified above the Gem level by NGC and PCGS combined. As a result, several notable collections contained an 
inferior example or were lacking one altogether. As a case in point, the Norweb specimen was graded PR50 by the cataloger 
of that sale in November 1988. Further collecting pressure is caused by the fact that the business strike mintage of 1891 
Philadelphia twenties was a staggeringly low 1,390 coins, of which only 100 survivors are believed extant. 

Splendid cameo contrast inspires the awe of anyone examining this double eagle. Frosty orange-gold devices seemingly 
float atop darkly mirrored fields, which display a subtle “orange peel” effect. We cannot find a single flaw worth mentioning, 
as should always be the case with a Superb Gem proof coin. This memorable specimen is sure to witness strong bidding 
activity when it crosses the auction block. (#99107) 2097 vl 
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Impressive 1905 Liberty Double Eagle, PR64 
With Considerable Cameo Contrast 



1889 1905 PR64 NGC. After the enormous double eagle 
productions in 1904 at both Philadelphia and San Francisco 
totaling 11.4 million coins, the business strike production of 
the 1905-P issue was a meager 58,819 pieces. Moreover, the few 
gold collectors of that era preferred proof coins to Mint State 
business strikes; most business strikes entered circulation. 

Both of those factors actually contribute today to the rarity 
of the proof issue: Few high-grade Mint State business strikes 
were saved to begin with, and, despite the recorded mintage of 
92 proofs, some were undoubtedly spent during the next two or 
three decades when economic hard times hit. 

Garrett and Guth (2006) comment concerning the 1905 
proofs: 

“Based on population data and auction records, it can 
be estimated that only 30 to 40 coins of the date have 
survived. Many undoubtedly entered circulation, as 
there are several impaired examples known. No gem 
coins of the date have been sold at auction in recent 
years.” 

Perusal of the combined NGC and PCGS population data shows 
that both services combined have certified an even 50 coins, 
minus an unknown number of duplicates that we would estimate 
as high as 30%, leaving 35 different remaining certified coins. 

In 1902, for unknown reasons, the Mint changed its method 
of manufacturing proof gold, making the field-device contrast 
much less pronounced. Post-1902 proof gold coins with deep, 
stark contrast between thickly frosted devices and splendidly 
mirrored fields are seldom found. The present piece has a 
surprising amount of cameo contrast on each side, although it 
is unacknowledged on the NGC encapsulation. The piece has 
orange-gold surfaces with a well-balanced appearance. Just a 
hint of lilac appears around the margins. 

Despite the deserved notoriety of the Saint-Gaudens double 
eagle design, proof Liberty Head twenties are among the United 
States’ largest and most impressive gold coins, a memorable 
display that would make a cornerstone of a fine collection. 
Make this important coin high in your bidding considerations.

HIGH RELIEF DOUBLE EAGLES 


Outstanding 1907 High Relief Double Eagle 
Wire Rim, MS64 



1890 1907 High Relief, Wire Rim MS64 NGC. Roger W. Burdette 
(2006) reports a total mintage of 12,867 High Reliefs, including 
those made for the Assay Commission, but excluding any 
patterns. Of that number 80 were melted because they had an 
excessive wire rim, which results in a net distribution of 12,787 
pieces. The wire rim, called a “fin” by mint officials at the time, 
was considered a serious flaw because it prevented the coins from 
being stacked properly. Most of the earlier High Reliefs feature 
a pronounced wire rim, while the later specimens do not. 

Vibrant orange-gold patina drapes the surfaces of this carefully 
preserved near-Gem. The details are exquisitely defined, as one 
would expect. A few nearly microscopic handling marks keep 
this piece from being absolutely flawless. The 1907 High Relief 
twenties have always been incredibly popular among collectors, 
who often refer to them as the most beautiful American coins.

Wire Rim Variant 



1891 1907 High Relief, Wire Rim MS65 PCGS. Price guides and 
reference books divide the 1907 High Relief twenties into two 
subtypes: Wire Rim and Flat Rim. In reality, both types were 
struck from the same dies and by the same process. The rim 
variations were actually the result of an incorrect combination 
of milling and planchet size. The first 8,000 or so High Relief 
double eagles struck under the aforementioned arrangement 
displayed a fin, or partial wire rim, particularly on the obverse, 
and were considered flawed. The problem was readily addressed 
by Mint Director Leach. As explained by Roger Burdette in his 
Renaissance of American Coinage, 1905-1908: 

“Efforts by Clark, Barber and others had resulted in 
almost complete elimination of the rim fin on the high 
relief coins and by December 20 Director Leach wrote 
to Barber, ‘I am more than delighted with the results 
you have obtained in preventing the fin.’ Much of the 
credit for improvement goes to Leach. He had tested 
changes in the milling of planchets in San Francisco 
before he came to Washington. He had also brought 
several pre-shaped planchets (Roberts’ ‘forming die’ 
idea) to Philadelphia for testing. The pre-shaped 
planchets worked no better than ordinary ones, but the 
pieces struck from differently milled planchets produced 
superior results.” 

After the adjustments were made approximately 4,000 more 
1907 High Relief twenties were struck, with these being the 
Flat Rim variant. Collectors today value each subtype similarly 
due to the insignificant nature of the rim anomaly. 

The satiny luster, boldly struck features, and remarkably 
well preserved surfaces confirm the exceptional state of 
preservation of this extraordinary High Relief. A tiny alloy 
spot on the obverse and a minuscule abrasion on the reverse’s 
sun are the only imperfections worthy of mention.

CAC Gold 1907 High Relief Twenty, PR62 



1893 1907 High Relief PR62 NGC. CAC Gold. With its astoundingly 
crisp central detail, abundant die polish running through the fields, 
and impressively satiny luster, this High Relief twenty matches the 
diagnostics for what a number of collectors consider proofs for the 
issue, and NGC has certified this specimen as such. The eye appeal 
is considerable for this coin, and while a few small contact marks 
are noted in the right obverse field, the grade on the tag inside this 
prior-generation holder, PR62, seems conservative to the point of 
undergrading.

Theorore Roosevelt, the driving force behind the 
Renaissance of American coinage in the early 20th Century. 
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Formidably Rare 1920-S Double Eagle, MS64 
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1950 1920-S MS64 PCGS. In 1920, the mints in both Philadelphia and San Francisco struck double eagles, the first since the 
production of the 1916-S coins. Philadelphia produced roughly a quarter-million coins, while San Francisco made more 
than a half-million. But while the 1920-P is common up to the MS64 level, the 1920-S is rare in all grades. Today, it is 
considered a classic rarity in a series that abounds with them. Unlike some later dates where repatriations from overseas 
have replenished the supplies of once-rare issues, no hordes of 1920-S coins have ever been discovered in international 
holdings. One of the latest references on the Saint-Gaudens series, David Akers’ Handbook of 20th Century United States 
Gold Coins, proposes: 

“The 1920-S is one of the prime rarities in the Saint-Gaudens Double Eagle series, if not in the entire 20th century 
U.S. gold series. In fact, it is the rarest collectible Saint-Gaudens Double Eagle after only the 1927-D, 1930-S and 
1921. The 1920-S is actually rarer than the 1927-D and 1930-S in high grades. Virtually the entire mintage was 
destroyed during the gold recall of the 1930s—the first of several Saint-Gaudens Double Eagles from the 1920s and 
1930s to suffer this fate. The majority of survivors fall somewhere in the Choice AU to MS-64 grade range. High- 
grade examples, of which there are very few, were almost certainly obtained at the time of issue by collectors who 
had close ties to Mint or other government officials.” 

There are a few high-grade examples of the 1920-S known today. The average grade for certified survivors at 
NGC and PCGS, however, is near-Mint State, or AU58—meaning that one certified AU55 exists for every MS61. 
In MS64, the grade of the present coin, PCGS has certified 10 examples, with five finer—three MS65s and two 
MS66s (8/09). NGC has certified 13 pieces in MS64, with two MS65s the finest—and it is almost a certainly 
that some of those figures represent the same coins crossing from one service to another, or resubmissions. 

Regardless of the exact number of high-Mint State specimens known, it is a truism that the number of advanced gold collectors 
is far greater than the limited population. One data point should serve to support that assertion: There are currently 67 different 
PCGS Registry Sets listed in the complete Saint-Gaudens Circulation Strikes collection at PCGS—of which 18 are more than 
50% complete, with an average weighted GPA of nearly MS63. Not for the faint of heart, the circulation strikes Saint-Gaudens 
series is one in which an obsessive need for completeness demands patient searching—and deep, deep pockets. 

The typical 1920-S is poorly struck, but the present example displays strong, if less than complete definition. The 
texture is frosty, with swirling, moderate-intensity luster around both sides. A pleasant mixture of reddish-gold and pink- 
gold patina has gathered over the years. A few minor marks are seen overall, with several small rim nicks visible on the 
reverse. One in particular, above the final A of AMERICA, will serve as a future identifier. This is a coin whose rarity and 
Condition Census standing are as impressive as its technical merits.

It is likely that no more 
than 100 examples of the issue survive in all grades. 

Despite the appearance of multiple key-date coins from 
many series in our sales, this date is not among them. Virtually 
every Heritage Signature sale has numerous examples of the 
1856 Flying Eagle and 1909-S V.D.B. cents, the 1916 Standing 
Liberty quarter, the 1893-S dollar, the 1911 -D quarter eagle, 
and other rarities. 

Look through the present sale for those dates and others, 
and almost certainly multiple examples of each will be found. 
However, the 1921 double eagle is too rare to fit the category 
of multiple opportunities. A few Mint State examples have 
appeared numerous times in different Heritage Signature sales. 
But as best we can determine from our Permanent Auction 
Archives, we have offered only about a dozen different Mint 
State examples in the last 15 years, some more than once—an 
average of less than one unique coin per year. 

This example is a brilliant, frosty, and lustrous representative 
with a few light surface marks on each side. All of the design 
elements on each side are nicely detailed. Light yellow-gold 
color is accented by specks of toning. The overall eye appeal is 
excellent, despite the grade-limiting marks. Census: 16 in 61,

Indeed, in the 
late 1940s, Max Mehl estimated that only three pieces were known. 
In the 1950s and 1960s, numerous examples were discovered in 
European banks, and the ‘24-S was demoted from the “rarest of the 
rare” to the scarce category. 

Most of the newly discovered 1924'S double eagles were in 
MS63 and lower grades. Near-Gem and finer examples are still 
challenging.

There are several late-series entries in the 
Saint-Gaudens series that are formerly quite famous, but which 
today are more available through overseas repatriations. Among 
them are the 1922-S, 1924-D, 1924-S, 1925-D, 1926-D, 1926-S, 
and 1927-S. While their lights have dimmed somewhat today, they 
are still elusive, especially in higher grades. Many of these issues are 
sometimes available in MS64 but nearly impossible to obtain in 
MS65, and the price structure reflects that duality. 

The 1925-D is a demonstration coin, with a couple of hundred 
certified in MS64 at NGC and PCGS together—but excluding 
duplicates, likely less than a dozen rate the Gem category (8/09). 
This near-Gem displays deep reddish-orange coloration, with some 
smoky areas in the obverse fields. Frosty surfaces and a bold strike 
further enhance the obvious appeal. A long, near-horizontal die 
crack traverses the eagle, from the leading edge of the left (facing) 
wing to the rear edge, joining a tip of the R in DOLLARS.

Akers: ‘By Far Rarest of the 1929-1932 Issues’ 



1984 1930-S MS63 PCGS. Bidding should prove fierce for this 
Select Mint State 1930-S. David Akers, in his recently 
published Handbook of 20th Century United States Gold Coins, 
writes: 

“The 1930-S is by far the rarest of the 1929-1932 issues in 
this series and, discounting the essentially uncollectible 
1933, only the 1927-D is rarer when we consider the 
entire Saint-Gaudens series.” 

Essentially “rarer than all but the 1927-D” is quite a breath¬ 
taking statement for connoisseurs of the series. We could not 
resist making a comparison: 

—For the 1920-S, 1927-D, 1927-S, 1929, 1930-S, 1931, 
1931-D, and 1932, PCGS has certified, in all grades, respectively: 
86, 7, 135, 164, 40, 79, 97, and 69 pieces (less duplicates). 

—For the 1920-S, 1927-D, 1927-S, 1929, 1930-S, 1931, 
1931-D, and 1932, NGC has certified, in all grades, respectively: 
82, 5, 124, 129, 19, 40, 48, and 69 pieces (less duplicates). 

If we assume that the certified population reflects the total 
population, and that all of the issues above have the same 
percentages of duplicates (both reasonable but not necessarily 
true assumptions, nor yet provably false), then the data 
certainly appear to support Akers’ astonishing assertion. Even 
if some issues have many more percentages of duplicates, the 
differences are compelling. 

Like most examples of the 1930-S issue, this piece is sharply 
struck, with radiant luster over frosty, lovely orange-gold 
surfaces. At first glance the piece appears finer than the numeric 
grade, and indeed the high points are largely free of substantial 
contact. The grade is explained by a fine network of noticeable, 
but mostly unobtrusive, fine, thin scrapes in the obverse fields, 
particularly around the right (facing) arm and torch. A nearly 
horizontal raised die crack, as made, runs inward from the 
obverse rim at 3 o’clock to a ray of the sun. A small nick 
appears near one of the left-side obverse rays where it meets 
Liberty’s lower gown. The reverse shows only a few scattered 
contact marks, and seems high-end for the assigned grade.

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Exceptional MS66 1931 Double Eagle 
A Classic Double Eagle Rarity 



1985 1931 MS66 NGC. The 1931 issue, like its brethren the 1930- 
S, the 1931-D, and 1932, is a classic rarity issued late in the 
history of the Saint-Gaudens double eagle series. The original 
mintage figure of 2.9 million-plus pieces is meaningless; the 
low survival rate, after the great Gold Recall of 1933, makes 
this issue among the rarest series issues. In our The Coinage 
of Augustus Saint-Gaudens as Illustrated by the Phillip H. Morse 
Collection, we made the following comments about the 1931: 

“Among late date (1929-1932) issues of Saint-Gaudens 
double eagles, the 1931-P is probably the one with 
the least clearly-defined relative rarity ranking. Some 
numismatists rank it second in overall population rarity 
only to the 1930-S, a step ahead of the 1932 and 1931- 
D and, of course, the 1929. Others believe the 1931, 
while rarer than the 1929, is less available than the 
other three late-date issues. Our experience leads us to 
side with the former camp regarding the relative rarity 
of the 1931.” 

The present example is not only rare in the absolute sense, but 
its phenomenal preservation also makes it a conditional rarity of 
the first order. Most of the Mint State survivors are in the ranges 
from MS61-MS64, although Gems are occasionally available as 
well. Premium Gems are another story altogether, as NGC and 
PCGS combined have certified 14 submissions at that level, a 
figure that almost certainly includes duplications (8/09). Only 
a single coin, an MS67 PCGS example formerly in the Phillip 
H. Morse Collection, has been certified finer at either service. 

This MS66 coin possesses delightfully appealing surfaces, 
with consistent, rich orange-gold coloration throughout. We 
note for pedigree purposes a couple of minor ticks on Liberty’s 
left (facing) thigh, and a contact mark that passes through 
several rays of the sun in the obverse left field. There is a 
tiny dotlike planchet indentation, as made, below the B of 
LIBERTY. These minor distractions are more than offset by 
wonderful luster, the overall bold strike, and a high-end reverse 
that approaches an even finer grade. 

We expect exceptionally strong bidding in this healthy gold 
market for this, one of the finest representatives available of 
this major double eagle rarity.

1986 1932 MS64 PCGS. The recently published second edition 
(2008) of Akers’ reference on 20th century gold from 1907- 
1933 points out that while the 1932 Saint-Gaudens double 
eagle is rarer than the 1929 and 1931-D issues from an overall 
standpoint, “it is the most plentiful of the 1929-1932 issues in 
the Saint-Gaudens Double Eagle series in high grade. This is 
not to imply that the 1932 is a plentiful issue in an absolute 
sense, for nothing could be farther from the truth. The federal 
government destroyed virtually the entire mintage within a 
few years of striking, and fewer than 100 coins have survived. 
Virtually all of these pieces are Mint State, and most grade 
MS-63 to MS-66. Superb Gems are unknown at either PCGS 
or NGC (May/2008).” 

Although a year and four months have intervened since 
that passage was written, unsurprisingly there are still no MS67 
examples of the 1932 at either service (8/09). The certified 
populations at both NGC and PCGS are about equally divided 
between the numbers of MS64 coins, versus the total number 
in MS65 and MS66: NGC has certified 21 MS64s, with 26 
finer (finest four MS66 Star pieces), while PCGS has certified 
25 MS64s, with 35 finer (finest seven MS66s). It is certain that 
those numbers include duplicates. 

The surfaces of this lovely near-Gem reveal a few scattered 
marks on the high points of Liberty’s legs and torso that 
seemingly account for the grade. Radiant luster is abundant 
throughout the orange-orange surfaces, which deepen on the 
reverse to a couple of reddish-orange areas. A small dark toning 
spot is noted near the reverse rim at 8 o’clock. An eye-appealing 
and well-struck piece.

Extraordinary 1860 Clark, Gruber Ten, K-3, MS61 



1987 1860 Clark, Gruber &. Co. Ten Dollar MS61 NGC. K-3, R.5. 
Clark, Gruber and Company was established at the height of 
the Colorado Gold Rush, a decade after the California Gold 
Rush, to coin gold from the local mines. After making its last 
coins in 1861, the company continued producing ingots in 
1862, and it was formally bought by the U.S. Treasury in 1863. It 
functioned for more than four decades as an assay office, before 
a new facility officially opened as the Denver Mint in 1906. 

This 1860 Clark, Gruber ten boasts extraordinary, deep 
reddish color, with occasional tinges of green around the 
margins. The overall preservation is excellent for a Territorial 
gold coin, with a sharp strike and pleasing surfaces. A shallow 
planchet flake, as made, occurs in the field below the S in 
PIKES. Listed on page 377 of the 2010 Guide Book. Census: 5

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Spectacular Choice AU 1851 Humbert Fifty 
880 Thous. 50 Reverse, K-l, High R.6 
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1988 1851 Humbert Fifty Dollar, 880 Thous. 50 Rev. AU55 PCGS. Lettered Edge, .880 Thous., 50 Reverse. K-l, High 
R.6. The Lettered Edge Humbert fifty dollar slugs were the first type of this largest and most impressive Territorial gold 
coin. The New York-based diesinker and artist Charles Cushing Wright designed and engraved the obverse die. Wright, 
a founder of the National Academy of Design, was considered one of the foremost medallist-engravers of the early 19th 
century. He engraved three medals struck at the U.S. Mint by the American Art Union honoring prominent artists 
Washington Allston, Gilbert Stuart, and John Trumbull (Julian-PE-3, PE-33, PE-35); he also designed and engraved 
many other U.S. Mint medals featuring eminent American political and military figures and historic events. 

Former watchcase maker Augustus Humbert delivered the dies to the new Assay Office in January 
1851. The octagonal shape is the most distinctive characteristic of the first fifty dollar slugs (a shape that would 
be commemorated more than six decades later in the Panama-Pacific fifty dollar gold commemoratives). 

The circular obverse die features a defiant eagle with a U.S. shield resting on a rock that symbolizes the 
U.S. Constitution. UNITED STATES OF AMERICA encircles the border. A scroll between the eagle’s 
wings reads THOUS, with a blank space intentionally left for the gold fineness to be imparted by three 
individual number punches. Below the eagle are a D and a C for dollars and cents, separated by enough space to 
allow for the dollar and cent amounts to be hand-stamped into each ingot. 

There are four major variations listed in the Kagin 1981 reference: 

—Lettered Edge. .880 Thous., 50 Reverse. K-l, High R.6. The present coin. 

—Lettered Edge, .880 Thous, No 50 on Reverse. K-2, R.5. 

—Lettered Edge, .880 Thous., 12-pointed star around concentric circles on reverse. K-3, Unique.

—A fifth variety is unlisted in Kagin. Lettered Edge, .887 Thous., 12-pointed star around concentric circles on 
reverse as on K-3.

Of the four main Lettered Edge, varieties, the K-3 is uncollectible. The K-l is considered the rarest of the three collectible 
varieties. In fact, numismatists believe that fewer than 18 examples of the K-l exist today. PCGS has certified only eight 
examples of the K-l in all grades. This compares to the 44 pieces for the K-2 and 26 for the K-4. Of those eight K-l coins, the 
present piece is the sole AU55 certified at PCGS, making it third finest behind an MS61 and an MS63 (8/09). 

For an early Territorial gold coin, the present piece is quite spectacular. Despite the Choice AU grade, there is little 
trace of actual circulation, save for a few minor handling marks in the fields. The surfaces are predominantly yellow- 
gold, with tinges of reddish patina. The strike is sharp, with the sole exception of the upper portions of the shield, a 
phenomenon seen on nearly every example since it is a high point on the coin. There is a rim ding at one corner on the 
reverse, quite sharp, that protrudes upward into a tiny pinhole in the PCGS encasement. That is the only minor distraction 
on what is actually one of the nicer 1851 Humberts we have ever handled. The spectacular MS62 NGC K-l example 
in the Pacific Rim Collection, which we handled more than two years ago (8/2007, lot 2106), brought $287,500. This 
coin, at least in terms of eye appeal if not technical grade, is closer to that piece than one might suspect. 

A final note: The 1851-52 octagonal slugs or fifty dollar gold pieces were issued under authority of the U.S. Congress, 
and the United States Assay Office was a provisional branch mint. Despite their traditional listings under Territorial gold, 
they are clearly, as Kagin says, “regular U.S. coinage” in which all U.S. collectors should have an interest. Listed on page

Unfortunately for collectors, the large size of these coins and the 
soft nature of gold means that many show numerous bagmarks 
and rim defects. The present coin, however, is an above-average 
survivor with no significant marks and nearly unperturbed rims. 
Light hairlines in the field barely affect the splendid eye appeal. The 
eagle motif on the obverse is a bit soft, as almost always seen, but 
the rest of the details are crisp. Powerful luster shines throughout.

Steve Ivy - Co-Chairman and CEO 

Steve Ivy began collecting and studying rare coins in his youth, and as a teenager in 1963 began advertising coins for sale in national 
publications. Seven years later, at the age of twenty, he opened Steve Ivy Rare Coins in downtown Dallas, and in 1976, Steve Ivy 
Numismatic Auctions was incorporated. Steve managed the business as well as serving as chief numismatist, buying and selling 
hundreds of millions of dollars of coins during the 1970s and early 1980s. In early 1983, James Halperin became a full partner, and 
the name of the corporation was changed to Heritage Rare Coin Galleries. Steve's primary responsibilities now include management 
of the marketing and selling efforts of the company, the formation of corporate policy for long-term growth, and corporate relations 
with financial institutions. He remains intimately involved in numismatics, attending all major national shows. Steve engages in daily 
discourse with industry leaders on all aspects of the rare coin/currency business, and his views on grading, market trends and hobby 
developments are respected throughout the industry. He serves on the Board of Directors of the Professional Numismatists Guild (and was immediate 
past president), is the current Chairman of The Industry Council for Tangible Assets, and is a member of most leading numismatic organizations. Steve's 
keen appreciation of history is reflected in his active participation in other organizations, including past or present board positions on the Texas Historical 
Foundation and the Dallas Historical Society (where he also served as Exhibits Chairman). Steve is an avid collector of Texas books, manuscripts, and 
national currency, and he owns one of the largest and finest collections in private hands. He is also a past Board Chair of Dallas Challenge, and is currently 
the Finance Chair of the Phoenix House of Texas. 



James Halperin - Co-Chairman 

Jim Halperin and the traders under his supervision have transacted billions of dollars in rare coin business, and have outsold all other 
numismatic firms every year for over two decades. Born in Boston in 1952, Jim attended Middlesex School in Concord from 1966 to 
1970. At the age of 15, he formed a part-time rare coin business after discovering that he had a knack (along with a nearly photographic 
memory) for coins. Jim scored a perfect 800 on his math SATs and received early acceptance to Harvard College, but after attending 
three semesters, he took a permanent leave of absence to pursue his full-time numismatic career. In 1975, Jim personally supervised the 
protocols for the first mainframe computer system in the numismatic business, which would catapult New England Rare Coin Galleries 
to the top of the industry in less than four years. In 1983, Jim's business merged with that of his friend and former archrival Steve Ivy. 
Their partnership has become the world's largest and most successful numismatic company, as well as the third-largest auctioneer in 
America. Jim remains one of the best "eyes" in the coin business today (he won the professional division of the PCGS World Series of Grading the last time 
he competed). In the mid-1980s, he authored "How to Grade U.S. Coins" (now posted on the web at www.CoinGrading.com), a highly-acclaimed text 
upon which the NGC and PCGS grading standards would ultimately be based. Jim is also a well-known futurist, an active collector of EC comics and early 
20th-century American art (visit www.jhalpe.com), venture capital investor, philanthropist (he endows a multimillion-dollar health education foundation), 
and part-time novelist. His first fictional novel, "The Truth Machine," was published in 1996 and became an international science fiction bestseller, and 
was optioned for movie development by Warner Brothers and Lion's Gate. Jim's second novel, "The First Immortal," was published in early 1998 and 
immediately optioned as a Hallmark Hall of Fame television miniseries. 

Greg Rohan - President 

At the age of eight, Greg Rohan started collecting coins as well as buying them for resale to his schoolmates. By 1971, at the age of 
10, he was already buying and selling coins from a dealer's table at trade shows in his hometown of Seattle. His business grew rapidly, 
and by 1985 he had offices in both Seattle and Minneapolis. He joined Heritage in 1987 as Executive Vice-President and Manager of 
the firm's rare coin business. Today, as an owner and as President of Heritage, his responsibilities include overseeing the firm's private 
client group and working with top collectors in every field in which Heritage is active.

Terms and Conditions of Auction 


Auctioneer and Auction: 

1. This Auction is presented by Heritage Auction Galleries, a d/b/a/ of Heritage Auctions, Inc., or 
its affiliates Heritage Numismatic Auctions, Inc., or Heritage Vintage Sports Auctions, Inc., or 
Currency Auctions of America, Inc., as identified with the applicable licensing information on the 
title page of the catalog or on the HA.com Internet site (the “Auctioneer”). The Auction is conducted 
under these Terms and Conditions of Auction and applicable state and local law. Announcements 
and corrections from the podium and those made through the Terms and Conditions of Auctions 
appearing on the Internet at HA.com supersede those in the printed catalog. 

Buyer’s Premium: 

2. On bids placed through Auctioneer, a Buyers Premium of fifteen percent (15%) will be added to 
the successful hammer price bid on lots in Coin and Currency auctions, or nineteen and one-half 
percent (19.5%) on lots in all other auctions. There is a minimum Buyers Premium of $9.00 per 
lot; after June 1, 2009, the minimum Buyers Premium shall be $14.00 per lot. In Gallery Auctions 
(sealed bid auctions of mostly bulk numismatic material), the Buyers Premium is 19.5%. 

Auction Venues: 

3. The following Auctions are conducted solely on the Internet: Heritage Weekly Internet Auctions 
(Coin, Currency, Comics, and Vintage Movie Poster); Heritage Monthly Internet Auctions (Sports, 
and Stamps). Signature® Auctions and Grand Format Auctions accept bids from the Internet, 
telephone, fax, or mail first, followed by a floor bidding session; Heritage Live and real-time 
telephone bidding are available to registered clients during these auctions. 

Bidders: 

4. Any person participating or registering for the Auction agrees to be bound by and accepts these 
Terms and Conditions of Auction (“Bidder(s)”). 

5. All Bidders must meet Auctioneers qualifications to bid. Any Bidder who is not a client in good 
standing of the Auctioneer may be disqualified at Auctioneers sole option and will not be awarded 
lots. Such determination may be made by Auctioneer in its sole and unlimited discretion, at any 
time prior to, during, or even after the close of the Auction. Auctioneer reserves the right to exclude 
any person from the auction. 

6. If an entity places a bid, then the person executing the bid on behalf of the entity agrees to personally 
guarantee payment for any successful bid. 

Credit: 

7. Bidders who have not established credit with the Auctioneer must either furnish satisfactory credit 
information (including two collectibles-related business references) well in advance of the Auction 
or supply valid credit card information. Bids placed through our Interactive Internet program 
will only be accepted from pre-registered Bidders; Bidders who are not members of HA.com or 
affiliates should pre-register at least 48 hours before the start of the first session (exclusive of 
holidays or weekends) to allow adequate time to contact references. Credit may be granted at the 
discretion of Auctioneer. Additionally Bidders who have not previously established credit or who 
wish to bid in excess of their established credit history may be required to provide their social 
security number or the last four digits thereof to us so a credit check may be performed prior to 
Auctioneers acceptance of a bid. 

Bidding Options: 

8. Bids in Signature. Auctions or Grand Format Auctions may be placed as set forth in the printed 
catalog section entitled “Choose your bidding method.” For auctions held solely on the Internet, 
see the alternatives on HA.com. Review at HA.com/common/howtobid.php. 

9. Presentment of Bids: Non-Internet bids (including but not limited to podium, fax, phone and mail 
bids) are treated similar to floor bids in that they must be on-increment or at a half increment 
(called a cut bid). Any podium, fax, phone, or mail bids that do not conform to a full or half 
increment will be rounded up or down to the nearest full or half increment and this revised 
amount will be considered your high bid. 

10. Auctioneers Execution of Certain Bids. Auctioneer cannot be responsible for your errors in 
bidding, so carefully check that every bid is entered correctly. When identical mail or FAX bids are 
submitted, preference is given to the first received. To ensure the greatest accuracy, your written 
bids should be entered on the standard printed bid sheet and be received at Auctioneers place 
of business at least two business days before the Auction start. Auctioneer is not responsible for 
executing mail bids or FAX bids received on or after the day the first lot is sold, nor Internet bids 
submitted after the published closing time; nor is Auctioneer responsible for proper execution of 
bids submitted by telephone, mail, FAX, e-mail, Internet, or in person once the Auction begins. 
Internet bids may not be withdrawn until your written request is received and acknowledged by 
Auctioneer (FAX: 214-4438425); such requests must state the reason, and may constitute grounds 
for withdrawal of bidding privileges. Lots won by mail Bidders will not be delivered at the Auction 
unless prearranged. 

11. Caveat as to Bid Increments. Bid increments (over the current bid level) determine the lowest 
amount you may bid on a particular lot. Bids greater than one increment over the current bid 
can be any whole dollar amount. It is possible under several circumstances for winning bids to be 
between increments, sometimes only $1 above the previous increment. Please see: “How can I lose 
by less than an increment?” on our website. Bids will be accepted in whole dollar amounts only. No 
“buy” or “unlimited” bids will be accepted.

12. If Auctioneer calls for a full increment, a bidder may request Auctioneer to accept a bid at half 
of the increment (“Cut Bid”) only once per lot. After offering a Cut Bid, bidders may continue 
to participate only at full increments. Off-increment bids may be accepted by the Auctioneer at 
Signature® Auctions and Grand Format Auctions. If the Auctioneer solicits bids other than the 
expected increment, these bids will not be considered Cut Bids. 

Conducting the Auction: 

13. Notice of the consignors liberty to place bids on his lots in the Auction is hereby made in 
accordance with Article 2 of the Texas Business and Commercial Code. A “Minimum Bid” is 
an amount below which the lot will not sell. THE CONSIGNOR OF PROPERTY MAY PLACE 
WRITTEN ’’Minimum Bids” ON HIS LOTS IN ADVANCE OF THE AUCTION; ON SUCH LOTS, 
IF THE HAMMER PRICE DOES NOT MEET THE “Minimum Bid”, THE CONSIGNOR MAY PAY 
A REDUCED COMMISSION ON THOSE LOTS. ’’Minimum Bids” are generally posted online 
several days prior to the Auction closing. For any successful bid placed by a consignor on his 
Property on the Auction floor, or by any means during the live session, or after the ’’Minimum 
Bid” for an Auction have been posted, we will require the consignor to pay full Buyer’s Premium 
and Seller’s Commissions on such lot. 

14. The highest qualified Bidder recognized by the Auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event of 
any dispute between any Bidders at an Auction, Auctioneer may at his sole discretion reoffer the 
lot. Auctioneer’s decision and declaration of the winning Bidder shall be final and binding upon 
all Bidders. Bids properly offered, whether by floor Bidder or other means of bidding, may on 
occasion be missed or go unrecognized; in such cases, the Auctioneer may declare the recognized 
bid accepted as the winning bid, regardless of whether a competing bid may have been higher. 

15. Auctioneer reserves the right to refuse to honor any bid or to limit the amount of any bid, in 
its sole discretion. A bid is considered not made in “Good Faith” when made by an insolvent 
or irresponsible person, a person under the age of eighteen, or is not supported by satisfactory 
credit, collectibles references, or otherwise. Regardless of the disclosure of his identity, any bid 
by a consignor or his agent on a lot consigned by him is deemed to be made in “Good Faith.” Any 
person apparently appearing on the OFAC list is not eligible to bid. 

16. Nominal Bids. The Auctioneer in its sole discretion may reject nominal bids, small opening bids, 
or very nominal advances. If a lot bearing estimates fails to open for 40-60% of the low estimate, 
the Auctioneer may pass the item or may place a protective bid on behalf of the consignor. 

17. Lots bearing bidding estimates shall open at Auctioneer’s discretion (approximately 50%-60% of 
the low estimate). In the event that no bid meets or exceeds that opening amount, the lot shall 
pass as unsold. 

18. All items are to be purchased per lot as numerically indicated and no lots will be broken. 
Auctioneer reserves the right to withdraw, prior to the close, any lots from the Auction. 

19. Auctioneer reserves the right to rescind the sale in the event of nonpayment, breach of a warranty, 
disputed ownership, auctioneer’s clerical error or omission in exercising bids and reserves, or 
for any other reason and in Auctioneer’s sole discretion. In cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s 
election to void a sale does not relieve the Bidder from their obligation to pay Auctioneer its fees 
(seller’s and buyer’s premium) and any other damages or expenses pertaining to the lot. 

20. Auctioneer occasionally experiences Internet and/or Server service outages, and Auctioneer 
periodically schedules system downtime for maintenance and other purposes, during which 
Bidders cannot participate or place bids.

45. By placing a bid or otherwise participating in the auction, Bidder accepts these Terms and 
Conditions of Auction, and specifically agrees to the alternative dispute resolution provided 
herein. Arbitration replaces the right to go to court, including the right to a jury trial. 

46. Auctioneer in no event shall be responsible for consequential damages, incidental damages, 
compensatory damages, or any other damages arising or claimed to be arising from the auction of 
any lot.
